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THE HAKLUYT SOCIETY 
AND THE LITERATURE OF TRAVEL 


R. A. SKELTON 


‘GEOGRAPHIE and Chronologie (wrote Richard Hakluyt in 1598) I may 
call the Sunne and Moone, the right eye and the left of all history.’ These 
words, expressing a view of the affinity between history and geography 
familiar to Tudor and Stuart writers, occur in Hakluyt’s preface to the 
second edition of The Principal Navigations, Voyages, and Discoveries of the 
English Nation, which Froude termed a ‘prose epic’. In December 1846, 
a meeting was held at the London Library to form a society ‘for the purpose 
of printing . . . the most rare and valuable voyages, travels, and geographical 
records’, and the Society so constituted, and fittingly named after Hakluyt, 
has since then continued his work of publishing the chronicles of geographical 
discovery. 

The Council of the Hakluyt Society, declining in 1893 an edition of 
Captain Cook’s journal of his first circumnavigation, explained that the 
Society’s function was ‘to publish matter that would not otherwise be 
published’. The printing of historical records is not on the whole a profitable 
economic venture. Since the middle years of the 19th century it has been 
largely promoted by voluntary “book societies’, of the pattern of the Hakluyt 
Society, which, supported by the enthusiasm of their subscribing members, 
enjoy certain advantages over the ‘commercial’ publisher. In the words of 
an American historian, they have ‘no office other than the Hon. Secretary's 
hat, no overhead expenses and no salaries; the editing has all been a labor of 
love by gentlemen volunteers, with the Hon. Secretary doing a minimum 
of not always appreciated blue-pencilling’. 

These circumstances help to explain the Hakluyt Society’s somewhat 
curious economic record. From 1846 to 1954 (apart from a temporary 
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increase in the years 1910-1915) the annual subscription remained at the 
original figure of one guinea. During this period the Society produced 207 
volumes in its Ordinary Series. Many of these are now out of print or 
scarce, and a complete set (which would have cost a subscribing member 
about £116) today has a market value of nearly £1000. It is a commentary 
on the changing terms of trade that the Society’s production during its first 
hundred years was financed by the subscriptions of a membership which 
never exceeded 600. In 1849 its members numbered 220; among them 
were Charles Darwin and Charles Dickens. Fifty years later the score had 
doubled, and by 1939 it had trebled. Since the Society’s centenary in 1946, 
and in spite of an increase in the subscription to two guineas in 1954, the 
membership has steadily risen to its present strength of about 1450. 


Although the survival of publishing societies with scholarly standards 
appears today to be in the balance, these figures suggest that the Hakluyt 
Society, batting on a relatively easy wicket, may be able to face the climbing 
costs of production without abatement of its output or its standards. They 
point to a widening interest in the records of geographical discovery and of 
oceanic history; and the Society has been encouraged to make arrangements 
which, it is expected, will bring its volumes to a larger circle of readers. 
In its early days, its books were distributed only to members; and until 
recently the number of ‘overs’ printed for sale to the public through its 
agent, after members had been supplied, has not as a rule exceeded 250 
or 300. Under an agreement concluded in 1955, the Cambridge University 
Press now publishes the Society’s volumes, which can accordingly be pur- 
chased through booksellers. While the privileges of members remain, and 
they not only receive the two annual volumes produced by the Society but 
may also purchase earlier volumes at a discount, the Society’s publications 
are now more freely available to those who do not subscribe to it. 


In these volumes, ranged on the shelf in the light blue and gold binding 
which (with slight modification) has been the Society’s livery since 1846, 
the annals of exploration and discovery are comprehensively illustrated. 
Unlike Hakluyt, the Society has not confined itself to the “discoveries of the 
English nation’, nor is it any longer bound, as its founders proposed, to 
publish no records later than Dampier’s circumnavigation at the end of the 
17th century. The subjects of volumes published since the war in fact range 
in date from the 14th century to the 19th. The popular geography of the 
later Middle Ages is illustrated by Mandeville’s Travels (edited by M. Letts, 
2 vols., £6), the compendium of fact and fancy ascribed to the most famous 
of ‘armchair travellers’. Portuguese penetration into the Far East is repre- 
sented by the Suma Oriental of Tomé Pires, an account written in 1512-15 
(edited by A. Cortesio, 2 vols., £6), and by narratives of 1550-75 collected 
in South China in the 16th Century (edited by C. R. Boxer, £3); and 
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Portuguese missionary exploration of north-west Africa by the narrative 
of M. de Almeida, in Some Records of Ethiopia, 1593-1646 (edited by C. F. 
Beckingham and G. W. B. Huntingford, £2.10s.). In America, the clash of 
Spanish and English interests during the later 16th century and the first 
English attempts to settle colonies in the New World are displayed in two 
important collections of documents, Further English Voyages to Spanish 
America, 1583-1594 (edited by I. A. Wright, £3) and The Roanoke Voyages, 
1584-1590 (edited by D. B. Quinn, 2 vols., £6). For the 18th century 
exploration of the Pacific, there is The Discovery of Tahiti (edited by 
H. Carrington, £2.10s.), the journal of the master of the Dolphin on her 
circumnavigation under Wallis in 1766-8; and from the 19th century 
The Voyage of Captain Bellingshausen to the Antarctic Seas, 1819-1821 (edited 
by F. Debenham), an important Russian voyage in the wake of Cook. 
Looking back through the Society’s past publications, we find texts of 
primary narratives and documents for the major phases in geographical 
discovery in all parts of the globe. If a single work were to be chosen for 
special mention, it should perhaps be Sir Henry Yule’s ‘collection of 
medieval notices of China’, Cathay and the Way Thither (2nd edition, 4 vols., 
1913-16). Like the other works named, this was issued in the Society’s 
Ordinary Series (1st series, 100 vols., 1847-98; 2nd series in progress). In an 
Extra Series, not distributed to members but available to them at a discount 
on the published price, the Society is issuing the definitive edition of The 
Journals of Captain James Cook, of which Volume I (£4) and a Portfolio of 
charts (£2 10s.) appeared at the end of 1955. This publication, like many of 
those issued over the Society’s imprint, is a co-operative undertaking. The 
editor, Dr. J. C. Beaglehole, is a New Zealander; the assistant editors are 
in England and Australia ; and scholars from other countries are contributing. 
Financial support has been given by the New Zealand Government and 
the Pilgrim Trust. The four volumes in which the journals of the greatest 
English maritime explorer are to be presented may be considered the 
Hakluyt Society’s highest achievement in its chosen field of publication.

This volume continues the publication of the new edition of this standard legal 

bibliography. It includes all legal books published during the period 1801 to 1954. 

The arrangement is alphabetical by author or by title in the case of a periodical, etc., 

and dates of editions are given. The greater part of the work refers to England and 

Wales, and there are short chapters on the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man. The 

volume includes literature on International law published abroad and also foreign 

books on English law, and it has a full subject index. This is a most welcome and 

authoritative publication.

A PIECE OF MY MIND. Reflections at Sixty. Edmund Wilson. W. 
Allen, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 176 pages. 

Mr. Wilson has always shown himself capable both of highly specialised criticism 
and of the expansive approach to a general subject. The essays in this book are al] 
devoted to topics of the ee generality, such as War, Science, the United States, 
and Sex, and it is characteristic that he begins his essay, for example, on the Jews 
with a long digression devoted to current Western misconceptions concerning 
Russian literature. Mr. Wilson’s powers of argument and analysis are as vigorous as 
ever, but having reached his sixties he now expresses himself with a mellow toleranc 
which is both agreeable and new. (041)

SOCIETY AND KNOWLEDGE. V. G. Childe. Allen & Unwin, 125.64 
1956. 19 cm. 152 pages. (World Perspectives) 
Although the series World Perspectives is intended to cover different points of view, 
a great gulf separates this volume from the somewhat idealistic essays preceding it, 
Professor Childe expounds a theory of knowledge which is frankly empiricist. His 
warnings against fanaticism and credulity are timely; but his statement that ‘society 
is the repository of all values, the ultimate arbiter of truth, beauty and goodnes 
might lead to results incompatible with the humanist-scientific outlook he professes, 
Nevertheless, this honest and provocative tract by one of Britain’s foremost pre- 
historians will help many to understand what knowledge is and how its integrity may 
be safeguarded. (121) 


THE GHOSTS OF VERSAILLES. Miss Moberly and Miss Jourdain and 
their Adventure. A Critical Study. Lucille Iremonger. Faber, 21s. 1957. 23 cm. 
314 pages. 18 illustrations. 3 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

The highly circumstantial report of a supposed glimpse of the Versailles of Marie 

Antoinette experienced by Miss Moberly and Miss Jourdain in 1901 was first published 

in 1911 under the title of An Adventure. It has been popular ever since. Mrs. Iremonger, 

in her exploration into the facts about this piece of writing, gives a detailed account 
of the two authors. She has also persuaded Professor C. Broad to write a reasoned 
critique of Dunne’s theory of time, which was once useful as an explanation of the 

Versailles occurrence. Mrs. Iremonger professes to have an open mind concerning 

the experience, and her book, vigorous and incisive as it is, will do nothing to make 

An Adventure seem less remarkable. In effect her verdict is ‘non proven’. (133-1) 


A MIRROR OF WITCHCRAPT. Christina Hole. Chatto & Windus, 21s. 
1957. 22°5 cm. 260 pages. 5 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Christina Hole, well known for her studies in English folklore and social history, 
deals chiefly with the history of witchcraft in Britain in the 16th and 17th centuries, 
though she sketches in the continental background, and follows her subject down 
to 1954. Though she mentions the theories of Dr. Margaret Murray and others 
concerning the origin of the witch-cult, she herself sticks mainly to the documents, of 
which she gives a rich and valuable selection, with full references. Not only folklorists, 
but students of English literature or social history, will find this a useful book. (133-4) 


THE NATURAL DEVELOPMENT OF THE CHILD. A Guide 
for Parents, Teachers, Students and Others. Agatha H. Bowley. 4th edition. 
Livingstone, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 222 pages. 84 photographs. Bibliography. Index. 

This book was first published in 1942. The new edition, containing additional material 
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on recent educational and psychological theories, will be welcomed by all who work 
with children. It follows the development of the child from birth through adolescence, 
and, while it is obviously impossible to summarise its findings, three points of 
particular interest may be noted: first, the differences between the ‘normal’ and the 
‘pattern’ child; secondly, the effect on normal children of disturbances in environ- 
ment; thirdly, strains which occur during education, for instance when a child has 
difficulty in learning to read because of defective visual perception. Dr. Bowley 
writes simply, for the non-expert, and illustrates her argument with numerous cases 
encountered during her work as teacher and psychologist. (136-7) 


THE SPRINGS OF MORALITY. A Catholic Symposium. Edited 
by John M. Todd. Burns & Oates, 30s. 1956. 22 cm. 336 pages. 
The chapters of this illuminating book, packed with varied learning, were originally 
read as papers at a symposium held at Downside Abbey, and the contributors, with 
one exception, are Roman Catholics. Starting from an examination of the basis of 
morality in philosophy and theology, they proceed to give an account of the historical 
development of morality, the contributions made by the different sciences to moral 
theory and practice, and the various moral problems which confront the teacher, 
the employer and the confessor. The final group of papers deals with moralities 
outside the Church, from primitive societies to modern communism. (170) 


THE IDIOM OF CONTEMPORARY THOUGHT. A Reinterpre- 
tation of some of the Problems to which it gives rise. Crawford Knox. Chapman 
& Hall, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 216 pages. Bibliography. 

The merit of this book by a non-professional philosopher is that it is written with 

clarity and an impressive knowledge of the history of thought. Mr. Knox covers a 

vast field, beginning with scientific thought and proceeding to mysticism, psychology, 

ethics and theology. His general argument is that modern thought has adopted an 

‘idiom’ which rules out the consideration of transcendental values; his own point of 

view is that of a non-authoritarian Christian. While owing much to Kant and 

Berkeley, he does not altogether rid himself of a form of psycho-physical parallelism, 

though he advances his argument tentatively and with much persuasiveness. This 

book is well within the reach of the average educated reader. (190)

THE NEW TESTAMENT of Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. Newly 
translated from the Vulgate Latin by Mgr. Knox. New edition. Burns & Oates, 
8s.6d. 1957. 14 cm. $92 pages. 

The Knox translation of the New Testament was first published in 1945 and many 

will be glad to have the present well-printed pocket edition. Mgr. Knox’s translation 

has been widely commended mainly on the ground that he has succeeded, where so 
many have failed, in combining dignity of phraseology with simplicity, freshness 

and vitality. This version is suitable both for private and public reading. (225-5) 


A SCHOLASTIC MISCELLANY: ANSELM TO OCKHAM. 
Edited and translated from the Latin by Eugene R. Fairweather. S.C.M. Press, 
358. 1956. 23-5 cm. 458 pages. Index. (Library of Christian Classics, Vol. X) 

This ‘Library’ aims to present in readable English translations, with introductions 

and notes, a selection of representative Christian treatises prior to the end of the 

16th century. The present volume is occupied with the works of Anselm of Canter- 
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bury, theologians of the 12th century, including Peter Abailard, Peter Lombard and 
Stephen Langton, and writers of the 13th century and after, including Bonaventure, 
Duns Scotus and William Ockham. In some cases, particularly in the section on the 
13th century, one could have wished for more extensive extracts but, generally, the 
selections show commendable discrimination. The explanatory notes are lucid and 
the introductions to the authors furnish useful information about the main features 
of their thought. There is an introductory essay on the intellectual achievement of 
medieval Christendom. (230) 


CHRIST, OUR LADY AND THE CHURCH: A Study in Eirenic 
Theology. Yves M-J. Congar, O.P. Translated from the French with an Intro- 
duction by Henry St. John, O.P. Longmans, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 124 pages. Index. 

Father Congar, the well-known Dominican theologian, had a twofold purpose in 

writing this book. Firstly he explains that the division among Christians goes far 

deeper than differences about the nature and function of the Church; in fact, as he 
makes clear, these differences are rooted in divergent views about the whole nature 
and purpose of the Incarnation. Secondly, the author criticises certain tendencies 
among individuals to minimise the humanity of Christ and exalt His divinity. It is 
only by emphasising the double truth that we are saved by the sacred humanity of 

Christ and that human beings co-operate in the work of salvation that we can under- 

stand the proper place of Our Lady in the Church. This is an excellent book and it 

has an able introduction. (232-93) 


ENGLISH AND WELSH CRUCIFIXES 670-1550. J. Eric Hunt. 
S.P.C.K., 258. 1956. 25*5 cm. 104 pages. 40 illustrations (1 in colour). 
In this well-arranged, though brief book, thirty-nine fine examples of representations 
of the Crucifixion in English and Welsh art from the 7th century to the Reformation 
are gathered together with a discerning historical introduction, five short chapters of 
text and descriptive notes to the plates. The illustrations are taken from illuminated 
manuscripts, wall paintings, sculpture, stained glass and monumental brasses. Though 
the standard of reproduction is uneven, this book is a sound contribution to religious 
iconography and the study of medieval art in Great Britain. (247) 


CATHOLIC SERMONS OF CARDINAL NEWMAN. Edited at the 
Birmingham Oratory. Burns & Oates, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 134 pages. 
Cardinal Newman published 230 sermons preached while he was a member of the 
Church of England, and a further 170 exist in his own autograph manuscripts. Of 
sermons composed after he became a Catholic, only nine, according to the intro- 
duction to this volume, have escaped publication and they are here printed for the 
first time. These sermons have the spiritual and literary qualities which have won for 
Newman a high place in religious literature and it is good to learn that all the available 
sermons will see the light in time. (252-02) 


CATHEDRAL AND CRUSADE. Studies of the Medieval Church, 
1050-1350. Henri Daniel-Rops. Translated from the French by John Warrington. 
Dent, 42s. 1957. 22 cm. 656 pages. 8 maps. Index. 

Novelist and man of letters, the author has turned his attention in recent years to 

religious history. A Life of Jesus led on to a monumental history of the Church. The 

first volume dealt with the early Church, the second with the Dark Ages, the third 
with the triumphant medieval Church, and the fourth with the Reformation. The 
first volume to be published in English is the third, dealing with the great period 
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about 1050-1350. It is not an institutional study, but a fine, balanced survey of 
Christian culture in the Middle Ages, which well repays reading. (270°3) 


A HISTORY OF THE COUNCIL OF TRENT. Vol. LI. Hubert 
Jedin. Translated from the German by Dom Ernest Graf, O.S.B. Nelson, 70s. 
1957. 24°5 cm. 630 pages. 8 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Professor Jedin’s is one of the great historical undertakings of our generation. Here 

is a theme not only large in time (this volume, the first of four, takes us only from 

the origins of ‘conciliarism’ and the movements for ecclesiastical and spiritual reform 
of the 15th century through the German Reformation up to the Council's first 
meeting in 1545) but also large in content, demanding not only an historian but also 

a theologian and a canon lawyer. It is Professor Jedin’s peculiar distinction to be all 

these things, to have done original work on almost all aspects of the Council’s history 

and background, and to have contrived to digest the mass of documents and learning 
available into an extremely orderly and balanced book. It is not one for the casual 
reader. From its copious footnotes the scholar is likely to learn as much again as 

from the text. (270-6) 


JOHN GERARD: The Autobiography of an Elizabethan. Translated from 
the Latin by Philip Caraman. Introduction by Graham Greene. 2nd edition. 
Longmans, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 320 pages. 8 illustrations. Diagram. Index. 

This book—a Jesuit’s account of his mission in the England of Elizabeth I—had a 

great success when first published in 1951. Since then the author has found in Rome 

an important collection of letters. These have been used in the numerous notes added 


to this edition, and the opportunity has been taken to make a number of corrections 
and fresh identifications. (271°5) 


HINDU SCRIPTURES. Hymns from the Rigveda, five Upanishads, the 
Bhagavadgita. Edited by Nicol Macnicol. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1957. 18*5 cm. 
318 pages. (Everyman’s Library) 

This selection of Hindu Scriptures will be welcomed by students of Hindu thought 

and religion. The writings which appear here represent three stages in the history of 

ancient Hinduism. First we have thirty Vedic hymns reprinted from Hymns of the 

Rigveda; secondly, five of the Upanishads from Max Miiller’s translation of the 

Sacred Books of the East; and, thirdly, the Bhagavadgita in Dr. L. D. Barnett’s trans- 


lation. The editor’s introduction is brief but illuminating and the glossary reasonably 
comprehensive. (294) 


THE JEWISH YEAR BOOK, 1957: 5717-18. Edited by Hugh 
Harris. Jewish Chronicle Publications, 15s. 1957. 19 cm. 458 pages. Maps. Biblio- 
graphy. Index. 

This volume includes some special features relating to the year 1956, the Tercentenary 

of the Jewish Resettlement in England, and also the Diamond Jubilee year of the 

Jewish Year Book. Several new institutions and organisations are mentioned for the 

first time: among them, the Theological College of the Association of Synagogues, 

and the Jewish Community of Uganda. Other items include details of Anglo-Jewish 
institutions, a directory of Synagogues in London and the provinces, and in the 

Commonwealth, and the chief institutions in other countries. Two maps show the 

land of Israel and the distribution of the Jewish population in the United Kingdom, 

and there is a Who’s Who of British Jews, and much other general information.

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REVELATION AND REASON IN ISLAM. The Forwood Lectures for 
1956 delivered in the University of Liverpool. A. J. Arberry. Allen & Unwin, 
12s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 122 pages. Index. 

In this book, the first review of the subject in English, Dr. Arberry, Professor of 

Arabic in the University of Cambridge, examines the conflict within Islam between 

revelation and reason and looks at the attempts made to resolve the dilemma. The 

controversies are early seen against the Christian background and a reference is made 
to the part played by Greek learning in providing an intellectual basis for Islam. We 
learn how in their various ways theology, philosophy and authority have endeavoured 
to resolve the conflict and effect a harmony. And finally there is the way of mysticism. 

The great teachers, among them Avicenna, Al-Ghazali and Al-Bastani, are quoted, 

and new and important texts have been taken into account. This work constitutes a 

valuable contribution to Islamic studies. (297)

THE THEORY OF SOCIAL STRUCTURE. S. F. Nadel. Memoir by 

Meyer Fortes. Cohen & West, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 176 pages. Diagrams. 

This posthumously published book by the late Professor Nadel continues an enquiry, 
so fruitfully begun in his Foundations of Social Anthropology, into the body of assump- 
tions and concepts necessary for, or implied in, any systematic theory of society. 
While taking as his starting point recent significant advances and problems in the 
study of primitive social systems, he is, as before, concerned to bring these into 
relation with cognate work in logic, social psychology and sociology. His main 
theme—the implications, limitations and problems of a structural analysis of societies 
in terms of the nature and coherence of social roles—is discussed with skill and 
subtlety. Although the study is addressed to specialists in the social sciences, the 
general reader can gain a clear grasp of the issues involved. (301) 


THE SCIENTIFIC STUDY OF SOCIAL BEHAVIOUR. Michael 
Argyle. Methuen, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 254 pages. 5 diagrams. Bibliography. Indexes. 
(Methuen’s Manuals of Modern Psychology) 

The author, who is Lecturer in Social Psychology in the University of Oxford, has 

written an excellent book for those who seek an answer to the question: “What are 

social scientists getting at and by what methods?’ It will not interest those who start 
from the premise that human behaviour will never be susceptible to scientific explana- 
tion; on the other hand it does not antagonise the reasonably sceptical by making 
sweeping unsubstantiated claims. The first half explains, discusses and evaluates the 
methods used in the behavioural sciences and distinguishes between the speculative 
and the truly scientific work in this field. The second half describes the generalisations 
and theories established by these methods and shows them in action in human 
society. There is a good bibliography. (301-01) 


THE USES OF LITERACY. Aspects of Working-Class Life, with Special 
Reference to Publications and Entertainments. Richard Hoggart. Chatto & 
Windus, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 320 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

In this delightful work Mr. Hoggart, author of Auden: An Introductory Essay, shows 

himself a keen observer of the habits and predilections of the British working classes, 

particularly of the north of England. As a background to his study of the popular 
songs, magazines and other forms of entertainment of the last thirty years he gives 
lively descriptions of home and leisure life, bringing out the good nature, optimism 
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and self-respect of the people and their tolerant attitude to religion and authority. 
The book gives an interesting insight into the social changes accompanying the 
growing preference for mass-produced entertainment. (301-243) 


EXPERIMENT IN EXTENSION: The Gaon Sathi. Edited by John 
Bathgate. Oxford University Press (Bombay, India), Rs.7. 1956. 19 cm. 256 pages. 
37 photographs. Index. 

This interesting book has been compiled by five writers associated with the Extension 
project of the Allahabad Agricultural Institute. In the course of attempts to improve 
co-operative and constructive village life and agricultural development, members of 
the Allahabad project have visited four hundred villages in the Uttar Pradesh and 
the result of their experiences is presented here as a basis for future activities. The key 
figure in the movement is the Gaon Sathi, ‘the village companion’, a trained worker 
who can enter into the lives of villagers and instruct them not only by modern visual 
education methods but by personal interest in their social life and their mode of 
work. Though primarily intended for those undertaking such work, the book will 
also be of value to those concerned with the healthy development of rural India.

TWO STUDIES OF KINSHIP IN LONDON. Edited by Raymond 
Firth. University of London: Athlone Press, 13s.6d. 1956. 22 cm. 96 pages. Diagram. 
Bibliography. (London School of Economics, Monographs on Social Anthropology. 
No. 15) 

The field work for these two admirable studies was undertaken by staff and post- 

graduate students of the Department of Anthropology of the London School of 

Economics, under the direction of Professor Firth. They relate, respectively, to 

kinship in a South London borough and to the kinship organisation of Italian 

immigrants in London. Such investigations, going beyond the structure and function 
of the individual family to social relationships with more distant kin, are still rare, 
and the book is of distinct importance for the social anthropologist. As a study of 

London life it has a great appeal, too, for the general reader. (301-42) 


THE ESTATES OF THE HIGHER NOBILITY IN FOURTEENTH- 
CENTURY ENGLAND. G. A. Holmes. Cambridge University Press, 
22s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 194 pages. 3 maps. Index. (Cambridge Studies in Economic 
History) 

A painstaking and praiseworthy monograph in which an author has quarried with 

immense industry amongst forbidding manuscripts to answer questions he has set 

himself. Whether it is worth the pains depends, firstly, on the importance of the 
questions, and, secondly, on the skill with which he has done his work. This book 
passes both tests. It asks what was the social significance of the small group of nobles 
ranking as earls in the 14th century (probably about 15-20 families), and successfully 
shows how their vast estates were acquired, and managed, so as to become the 
foundation of the political power their owners exercised. (301-44)

THE MORAL BASIS OF BURKE’S POLITICAL THOUGHT. An 
Essay by Charles Parkin. Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. 1956. 20 cm. 154 pages. 
Bibliography. 

That Burke was a lover of tradition and a man of firm moral principle is well known; 

but the precise link between his philosophy and his political beliefs has not always 
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been clear. In this concise, well-written treatise, Mr. Parkin argues that Burke’s 
‘traditionalism’ was the result not of lack of faith in the society of his day but of a 
conviction that all epochs reflect an ‘eternal order’ and should be equally ‘traditional’. 
Social reform was therefore useless unless it stemmed from the recognition of certain 
inalienable principles of justice and natural right. In his opposition to certain current 
views of Burke, Mr. Parkin re-examines the ideas of the Social Contract and the 
ethics implicit in the denunciation of the French Revolution. This book is small 
enough to be useful to the student, and original enough to influence the future of 
18th century studies. (320-1) 


A DICTIONARY OF POLITICS. Florence Elliott and Michael 
Summerskill. Penguin Books, 4s. 1957. 18 cm. 330 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin 
Reference Books) 

This useful handbook gives, in alphabetical order of subjects, entries ranging from 

two or three lines to a whole page or more on several hundreds of topics relating to 

modern politics and international affairs. It includes short biographies of the world’s 
leading statesmen, accounts of the political and economic situations of most of the 
independent states and important overseas possessions, notes on international 
organisations and treaties, and explanations of terms frequently encountered in 
reading and conversation. (320°3) 


THE RISE OF THE PELHAMS. John B. Owen. Methuen, 30s. 1957. 
22 cm. 368 pages. Index. 
This excellent book, important for all historians, is the first detailed study of the 
politics of the 1740's for well over a century, and it is inconceivable that it should 
ever be superseded. Its theme is parliamentary, its moral is that without a Minister 
equally trusted by both King and Commons the constitution at that stage of its 
development could not function harmoniously, and its narrative is of the inharmonious 
years between the resignation of Walpole and the ascendancy of Henry Pelham, 
respectively Britain's first and second Prime Ministers. With this book Dr. Owen 
takes his place in the first rank of 18th century historians. He amply supports his 
statements of general laws with particular instances, and puts back into Hanoverian 
politics several truths which have recently become somewhat obscured—e.g., that 
self-interest was not all to Hanoverian M.Ps., and that the names Whig and Tory 
did mean something. (320-942) 


BRITISH EMIGRATION TO NORTH AMERICA. Projects and 
Opinions in the Early Victorian Period. W. S. Shepperson. Blackwell (Oxford), 
31s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 318 pages. 7 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

The author, who is Assistant Professor of History in the University of Nevada, gives 

a scholarly and well-documented account of the circumstances which led to such 

large-scale emigration from the United Kingdom between the early 1830's and the 

mid-century that the government was obliged, however unwillingly, to assist in the 
movement. He discusses how far agrarian changes, labour difficulties and business 
instinct were deciding factors, and describes the influences which were brought to 
bear on prospective emigrants by humanitarians, religious bodies and others. The 
book is a useful contribution to a rather neglected branch of history. (325°242) 


IN DEFENCE OF COLONIES. British Colonial Territories in International 
Affairs. Sir Alan Burns. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 338 pages. 7 maps. Index. 
After a long career in the Colonial Service, ending with the Governorship of the 
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Gold Coast, followed by service from 1947 to 1956 as Permanent United Kingdom 
Representative on the Trusteeship Council of the United Nations, Sir Alan Burns 
js an outstanding authority on colonial affairs, as readers of his Colonial Civil Servant, 
History of the British West Indies and other works already know. In this book he gives 
a reasoned criticism of United Nations policy in colonial matters as preventing the 
development of dependent peoples towards self-government, and, in contrast, points 
to the achievements of British colonial administration. (325-342) 


THE DUTCH IN BRAZIL, 1624-1654. C. R. Boxer. Oxford University 
Press, 428. 1957. 22 cm. 344 pages. Frontispiece. 4 maps. Bibliography. Index. 
In a work of considerable scholarship, which draws widely upon American, Brazilian, 
British, Dutch, French, German and Portuguese sources, Professor Boxer modestly 
addresses himself primarily to those interested in the bypaths of colonial history. 
He traces the efforts of the Dutch to found an empire in the South Atlantic by 
wresting the Brazilian sugar-trade and the West African slave-trade from Portuguese 
control. Correcting the violent prejudices of Southey and subsequent British historians 
against the Dutch, he shows that the enlightened administration of Johan Maurits, 
their governor-general in Brazil, can stand comparison with that of any other colonial 
administrator, East or West. The author wears his learning lightly and his vivid and 
entertaining account of the dramatic fluctuations of fortune, of the interplay of racial 
and religious conflicts and of the influence of sea-power on colonial warfare will 
appeal to those who are interested in broader themes.

The latter reproduces the text of the relevant 
articles of the various treaties of peace, commerce, alliance and friendship from 1353 
to the 1943 agreement regarding the use of facilities in the Azores. Invaluable as a 
work of reference for historiographers, it makes fascinating reading for the general 
student of international relations.

THE HIGHLAND ECONOMY 1750-1850. Malcolm Gray. Oliver & 
Boyd, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 288 pages. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This book meets a long-felt want in that it provides a coherent and authoritative 
account of economic conditions in the Scottish Highlands in the century followin 

the ’45 rebellion. The evidence is drawn from MS. sources, official reports and a fall 
range of relevant literature, and it is interpreted by a specialist in economics. Regional 
differences and peculiarities are exhibited as far as the scope of the book will allow, 
but more intensive treatment might emphasise the variations. The book describes 
the outer shell of economic fact, created largely by impersonal, alien, forces. It does 
not attempt to portray the inner struggle of a people whose centuries-old attitudes, 
customs and culture had to accommodate themselves to that shell, but on the other 
hand it is an austere and salutary reminder that the economic factors and their 
implications must be given their due place in any valid interpretation of Highland 
history.

o and health regulations; miscellaneous acts affecting persons in factories; the 

Truck Acts; the Shops Act, 1950, and other legislation dealing with employment of 

young persons.

Data are given in the form of 20 tables of resources, 

production and consumption in most countries of the world, particularly for 1952-54 

and (where available) 1955, of coal, coke, wood, petroleum and refinery products, 

benzole, alcohol, natural and manufactured gas, water power and electricity. The 
figures have been selected with great care using statistics conforming with the 
standard definitions of the World Power Conference. This is No. 8 of a series that now

PEP (Political and Economic Planning), the well-known independent organisation 

which has undertaken research into many problems of public concern, issued in 1944 

a broadsheet, British Trade Associations, which aroused sufficient interest to warrant 

fuller investigation. The present volume, covering associations over the whole field 

of British manufacturing industry, lists for the first time over 1,300 such associations. 

Besides giving a general report of their functions in representing their industries and 

providing services for their members, it gives a revealing commentary on the 

attitudes of member firms. The book is a useful contribution to the literature of 

business organisation.

THE GOLD COAST COCOA FARMER. A Preliminary Survey.

This book is based on ten field surveys carried out in 1954-55, and financed by a 

grant from the West African Institute of Social and Economic Research. The first 

four chapters deal chiefly with the employment of labourers, the next three are on 
the problems involved in the system of pledging farms as security for loans, and there 
are two chapters on more general financial matters. A final chapter describes the 
early history of cocoa farming in the Gold Coast and there are a number of statistical 
and other appendices. Though not attempting to come to any conclusions, the author 
pays high tribute to the work of the Co-operative Societies.

This work is planned as the definitive treatise on the subject. The Restrictive Trade 

Practices Act, 1956, has made considerable changes in the British law by setting up 

a Restrictive Practices Court to review compulsorily registered restrictive trade 

practices. At the same time, the collective enforcement of resale price maintenance 

conditions is prohibited, and the existing Monopolies Commission is reconstituted 
and its powers recast. The volume gives the background of these changes and examines 
the 1956 Act and other legislation in considerable detail. There are extensive appendices 
giving the text of statutes, summaries of the reports of the Monopolies Commission, 
the registration and general procedure under the new Act and statements of the law 
in seven other countries.

MEDICAL NEGLIGENCE. Being the Law of Negligence in Relation to 
the Medical Profession and Hospitals. The Rt. Hon. Lord Nathan, with the 
collaboration of Anthony R. Barrowclough.

Under the National Health Service, there has been a considerable increase in Britain 

in claims by patients against hospitals and their medical staff alleging negligent 

treatment. This authoritative new work provides an objective and comprehensive 
statement of the law relating to the liability of medical practitioners and medical 
institutions for professional negligence. It also aims at providing the medical and 
nursing professions and hospital administrators with guidance on their professional 
responsibilities. After describing the classes and instances of negligent conduct and 
specifying the proof of negligence required, the authors deal with the liabilities of 
doctors and of hospitals for their staff and their liabilities in medical and non-medical 
matters, with the question of consent to operations, and finally, with damages and 
other miscellaneous matters.

INTERNATIONAL LAW OPINIONS. Selected and Annotated by Lord

opinions, covering almost the whole field of Public International Law, are reproduced

on the Law of War and Neutrality, includes a number of opinions on Anglo- 

American relations, especially during the American Civil War. The important 

contribution made by the British Law Officers to the development of International 

Law is evident.

He sketches the 
background to the work of the delegates, foreign correspondents and secretariat in 
New York and brings to life many of the personalities who to many of us are only 
names. He also discusses the rights and wrongs of such topics as the use of the veto, anti-

This new work is the first comprehensive review and restatement of the concept of 
fraud in English and Irish law as developed by the Court of Chancery. Part I is 
concerned with ‘actual fraud’ according to Lord Hardwicke’s classical division. 
Part II deals with those species of fraud known as ‘constructive fraud’ arising from the 
inequality of parties and unconscionable bargains. The third part examines the mean- 
ing of fraud in the maxim that ‘equity will not allow a statute to be used as an instru- 
ment of fraud’, andin the last part the meaning, classification and distinguishing features 
of equitable fraud are considered in the light of the contents of Parts I to III. (347-5) 


A CENTURY OF FAMILY LAW, 1857-1957. Edited by R. H. Graveson 
and F. R. Crane.

This important volume, of value both to lawyers and to all interested in social 
problems, has been written by members of the Faculty of Law, King’s College, 
University of London, and deals with most aspects of English family law during 
the past century. Professor R. H. Graveson, Dean of the Faculty, contributes an 
introductory chapter on the family law background of the century and a conclusion 
surveying the future outlook. Chapters by other members deal with the English law 
of matrimonial causes, the position of children, the position of the family in tort, 
contract and criminal law, gifts, the matrimonial home and family settlements and 
succession. Other contributions survey the position of women in public law, the 
procedure of matrimonial tribunals and the family in relation to the conflict of laws.

This Act, which has yet to come into force, amends previous Acts relating to copy- 
right in British works and will enable the Government to ratify the Universal 
Copyright Convention of 1952. Among other things, it defines what copyright is, 
specifies the conditions under which copyright subsists in literary, dramatic and 
musical works, enables a copyright owner or a licensee with an exclusive licence to 
bring proceedings in respect of infringement, and provides for the establishment of a 
new Performing Right Tribunal to adjudicate in certain disputes. Far-reaching 
changes include the creation of new copyrights in cinematograph films, television 
and sound broadcasts, an extension of the term of copyright in photographs and 
sound recordings, and provision to facilitate the copying of copyright material and 
its use for educational purposes.

The author shows how some ideas first developed 
in Roman law and then explains some of the transformations through which they 
went before they found their way into modern, mainly continental, systems. The 
three parts cover the sources of law, the law of persons (natural persons and legal 
persons), and the family (other than guardianship).

THE LAW AND LEGAL THEORY OF THE GREEKS. An Intro- 
duction.

The aim of this important new work by the Provost of Queen’s College, Oxford 

University, is not so much to give a full account of the legal system of ancient Greece,

There are chapters on the function of law and on subjects such as its relation to 
religion and philosophical content, followed by more definite legal topics such as the 
law of Greek associations, marriage, kinship and succession, ownership, contract and 
property, and the mental element in wrongdoing. There is an account of the position 
of slaves, women and minors.

A study of the history of warfare from the earliest times to the present day. The 
book does not merely describe the main military campaigns throughout the ages, 
but relates them to the political, economic and social background of the times in 
which they took place. In such circumstances the authors are obviously unable to 
examine the battles mentioned in any great detail, but this is probably an advantage 
for a picture painted on such a broad canvas. The volume ends with an analysis of 
the recent political and military situation and puts forward theories about the probable 
impact on this of the latest weapons including, of course, the atom bomb. —_ (355-09) 


GLOBAL STRATEGY. E. J. Kingston-McCloughry. Cape, 18s. 1957. 
20 cm. 270 pages. 3 maps. Index. 
This examination of world strategy from an inter-Service viewpoint is divided into 
two parts, the first of which outlines the strategical implications of the world today 
(mid-1956). The second examines strategy at all levels—combined, national, theatre 
and functional, as well as land, sea and air—and. offers solutions to the problems 
arising in the first part. The study is a logical sequence to Air Vice-Marshal Kingston- 
McCloughry’s book, The Direction of War (1955), and clearly expresses his well- 
reasoned and authoritative views, among which is the integration of the armed 
forces and of national strategy. Like his earlier works, it is free from indictment 
and rancour, and offers much for serious consideration. (355743)

THE SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATION OF CRIME. L. C. Nickolls. 
Butterworth, 50s. 1957. 22 cm. 412 pages. 225 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
Written by the Director of the Metropolitan Police Laboratory, New Scotland 
Yard, this is an important practical handbook for those concerned with criminal 
investigation and provides the first published record of the methods of Britain's 
forensic science laboratories. The techniques and methods of the laboratory assist 
in the solution of many modern criminal problems. A normal laboratory and its 
equipment are described, scenes of crime are discussed and materials such as dirt, 
dust and debris. Chapters follow on the identification of traces of inorganic and of 
biological material; on instrument marks, bloodstains and abortion; on arson and 
—— combustion and firearms and cartridges, the examination of documents, 
cohol content of blood, and urine and toxicology. The illustrations are mostly from 
laboratory files of the cases referred to in the text. (364-12)

SOME OBSERVATIONS ON AMERICAN EDUCATION. Robert 
M. Hutchins. Cambridge University Press, 15s. 1956. 20 cm. 126 pages. 

The author was President of Chicago University, and is now closely connected with 
the Ford Foundation. This exceedingly stimulating and entertaining little book, based 
upon lectures given to university students in Great Britain, gives an excellent account 
of the aims and organisation of education in the U.S.A. Though Hutchins is as fair 
and honest as one should expect, he is not unbiased. He accepts the democratic aim 
of a school and university serving all the children of all the people, but deplores the 
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influence of the progressives, the attempts to sugar-coat all pills, the concern with the 
industrially useful and vocational, the contempt for the humanities and, above-all, 
the lack of vigorously enforced intellectual standards. (370-973) 


LEAP TO LIFE! An Experiment in School and Youth Drama. John Wiles 
in conjunction with Alan Garrard. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 19$7. 20 cm. 148 pages. 
27 photographs. 

An enthusiastic—and thus rather repetitive and emotional—account of a good and 

interesting scheme for work in mime and movement to recorded music, initiated in 

Essex and elsewhere by Alan Garrard, a senior English master. Syllabuses are given 

for different kinds of school and youth club work, and classes and group rehearsals 

are dramatically described. The scheme’s great virtues are its value per se as a training 
in imagination and physical expression, especially for the unliterary child ill at ease 
with words, and the readiness with which it is capable of natural development towards 

the more formal kinds of drama and dance, amateur and professional. (371-33) 


THE YOUNG HANDICAPPED CHILD. Educational Guidance for the 
Young Blind, Cerebral Palsied and Deaf Child. Agatha H. Bowley. With a 
section on The Young Deaf Child by L. Gardner.

136 pages. 36 photographs. Bibliography. Index. 

The author, who has written several well known books on child psychology and 

has had outstanding experience of blind and spastic children in London educational 

centres, is here assisted by another educational psychologist from the Audiology Unit 
and Child Guidance Clinic of the Hospital for Sick Children, Great Ormond Street, 

London. Her aim is to inform and also to inculcate an intelligent attitude in parents. 

and teachers. Three separate chapters deal with each disability, its incidence and 

causation, the assessment of mental ability, emotional, social and intellectual develo: 
ment, family attitudes, early care and training, educational methods and the child’s 
future. Two final chapters contain much sound and sympathetic advice regarding the 

problem of human relationships and of coming to terms with disability. (371-91) 


ELEVEN-PLUS AND ALL THAT. The Grammar School in a Changing 
Society. Flann Campbell. Watts, 20s. 1956. 22-5 cm. 212 pages. Index. 
Confining his survey to London grammar schools, Dr. Campbell describes the 
historical framework in which these schools developed during the last fifty years, 
considers their changing social structure, devotes a chapter to scholarships and the 
methods used in selecting scholarship winners, and another to the careers of pupils 
after they leave the grammar school. He also discusses the development, planning 
and arrangement of grammar school curricula, and shows how these were influenced 
by sociological factors. Dr. Campbell supports the London County Council’s plan 
for comprehensive schools, and in his final chapter argues that, in order to meet the 
changing needs of modern society, the comprehensive school must eventually super- 
sede the grammar school.

Cunnington, two well-known costume experts, have now reached the 18th century, 
which is not only more fully documented than previous centuries but also the epoch 
when modern ideas concerning dress first appeared. The book’s two sections cover 
the periods 1700-1750 and 1750-1800; each section is subdivided into men’s and 
women’s dress. There are four appendices—Glossary of Materials, Prices of Materials, 
Sources, Sources of Illustrations—and an excellent 40-page Introduction on the socio- 
logical aspects of dress in the 18th century with an appraisal of the evidence from 
which deductions may be made. In the body of the book each article of clothing is 
minutely discussed and illustrated and its construction analysed. For the general 
reader the numerous quotations from contemporary literature, diaries, newspapers. 
etc., indicating by whom and how the clothes were worn add greatly to the interest 


of this engaging volume. (391-0942)

THE ENGLISH WOMAN IN HISTORY. Doris Mary Stenton. Allen 
& Unwin, 35s. 1957. 24 cm. 376 pages. 7 plates. Index. 

It would be hard to say anything derogatory about this book. The theme is perfect— 
the place women have held and the influence they have exerted in English society 
from the earliest times down to 1869, when Mill published The Subjection of Women. 
The author is fully equipped for the task—a highly experienced English historian 
with a reputation for scholarly work. The exposition is beyond reproach. This is no 
sentimental narrative padded with stories from the romantic literature of the past 
these women really lived, and their doings are described from the traces they ms 
left behind them in the records of their times. Lastly, the book is admirably produced,

An admirable book for scientists and engineers who want to know how best to apply 

machine methods in computing their results. It is packed with useful advice on the 

subject. All types of digital machine from the simple abacus to punched-card 

machines and electronic brains are considered, with special attention paid to the 

ordinary desk calculating machine. The best methods of applying them to different 

calculations are given in detail by means of a code which turns out to be simpler than 

it appears at first sight.

Dr. L. J. Comrie’s booklet, under this title, was published in 1936 and has since been 
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constantly used and consulted by those engaged in large-scale computation. This new 
edition, prepared by H.M. Nautical Almanac Office under the superintendence of 
Dr. D. H. Sadler, revises and systematises the earlier work. The book is now divided 
into three sections: the first is a concise manual of instruction on interpolation, the 
second contains the requisite numerical tables of interpolation coefficients, and 
the third is a reference section of formulae. The new arrangement should make the 
booklet of greater value than even its predecessor, particularly to those who know 
the elements of the subject and wish to develop their knowledge. (517°6) 


THE LOGNORMAL DISTRIBUTION with Special Reference to its 
Uses in Economics. J. Aitchison and J. A. C. Brown. Cambridge University Press,

The authors’ work in the Department of Applied Economics in the University of 

Cambridge on household survey material prompted them to undertake new in- 

vestigations into lognormal distribution, which they consider to be as fundamental 

a distribution in statistics as the normal. They explain their theories and procedure 

in this practical monograph for statisticians and meanest shoes research 

workers in economics, working out various representative estimation problems in 
detail and applying the hypothesis of lognormal distribution to the theory of income- 
distribution and the analysis of consumers’ behaviour. The book is well provided 

with diagrams and mathematical tables. (519)

THE THEORY OF VIBRATIONS FOR ENGINEERS. E. B. Cole.

This new edition has been thoroughly revised and brought up to date. It deals with 
the fundamental principles of the theory of vibrations set up by high-speed machinery, 
and with the methods for eliminating this trouble. The matter is very clearly presented 
with many diagrams and numerical examples, and only the most elementary know- 
ledge of the calculus is expected of the reader. The book contains in a compact form 
a large amount of information, and should be of great value to students and practising 


engineers. The author is a Senior Lecturer in Mechanical Engineering in the University 
of Liverpool.

CHEMISTRY: The Conquest of Materials. Kenneth Hutton. Penguin Books, 
3s.6d.

The author, a headmaster with considerable experience as a science teacher, sets out 

to present to the layman some of the principles on which the modern science of 

chemistry is based, and then discusses a large number and a wide range of chemicals, 

which are of special importance as food, in the provision of clothing and housing, to 

medicine, and industrially. The aim is to give the reader some understanding of these 

interesting and often vital topics, and to provide a basis for further reading (a list of 

references is given). The book is attractively presented and well illustrated. (540) 


ALCHEMY. E. J. Holmyard. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 282 pages. 
Illustrations. Diagrams. Index. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 


This interesting volume has been compiled from a great diversity of sources by an 
author who has studied the history of alchemy and chemistry for many years. 
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Separate chapters deal with Chinese, Greek, Islamic and Western alchemists, their 
work, equipment and objects. In general, the objects were, of course, the transmuta- 
tion of the base metals into gold and the production of the Philosophers’ Stone which 
would possess miraculous properties. Interesting personal details are given concerning 
many of the more famous alchemists. The numerous plates, copied from a wide range 
of historical documents, showing alchemists in their laboratories, are a notable feature 
of a fascinating volume written in a style easily understandable by the non-scientific 
reader.

ANNUAL REPORT ON THE PROGRESS OF CHEMISTRY 
FOR 1955. Vol. LIL. Chemical Society, 30s. 1956. 22 cm. 468 pages. Diagrams.

This s2nd volume covers research in chemistry mostly for the year 1955 although, 

where necessary to complete the record, the research account is taken back further, 

e.g. the account of work in colloid chemistry reviews its field back to the last report 

in 1952. These are some of the headings under which research is summarised: the 

kinetics of chemical change, the physical properties of gases, liquids and solutions, 
spectroscopy and molecular structure, analytical and colloid chemistry, the aliphatic, 
aromatic, alicyclic and heterocyclic compounds, the steroids and alkaloids, carbo- 
hydrates and amino-acids, the natural long-chain fatty acids, proteins, nucleic acids 
and viruses. There is most detailed reference to world literature and a very full 
index of research workers. The report again shows scrupulous care and scholarship 
and maintains the high standard of its predecessors. (540°58) 


ELECTROCHEMISTRY: Principles and Applications. E. C. Potter. 
Cleaver-Hume Press, 50s. 1956. 25 cm. 430 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams.

This book is designed as an introductory text for electrochemists and technological 

students. It succeeds admirably in the aim of giving a clear and modern picture of a 

subject which ranges now very widely in its applications. The underlying principles 

are explained in some detail at the outset, and following this the many applications 
are discussed in considerable detail. The style is clear and attractive and the text is 
supported by many good line drawings. There are no references to original papers, 

but a list of more advanced books is given. (541-37) 


POLYMER SOLUTIONS. H. Tompa. Butterworth, 55s. 1956. 22 cm. 340 
pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
This book deals in some detail with a number of propertics of polymer solutions. 
The approach and treatment are essentially theoretical. Thermodynamics and 
statistical mechanics are applied to the various problems. Several treatments are often 
given or at least quoted. The mathematical treatment is kept relatively simple, and 
the presentation is clear. Chapter headings are: Introduction, Thermodynamics and 
Statistical Mechanics, Liquids and Solutions, Theories of Polymer Solutions, Vapour 
Pressures and Heats of Mixing, Osmotic Pressure, Phase Relationships, Chain 
Configurations, Viscosity, Light Scattering. The author has made contributions to a 
number of the topics discussed, and the treatment is authoritative. (541°37)

EFIK TRADERS OF OLD CALABAR. Edited by Daryll Forde. Oxford 
University Press for the International African Institute, 16s. 1956. 19 cm. 180 pages. 
Map. Bibliography. Index. 

This book brings an unusually personal touch to the printed records of West African 
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history since it consists, in the main, of the diary of Antera Duke, an Efik slave- 
trading chief of the Cross River estuary, between 1785 and 1788. The original 
document was unfortunately destroyed by bombing during the late war, but copious 
extracts had been made by the Rev. Dr. A. W. Wilkie. These extracts, in the original 
pidgin English employed by Antera Duke, are printed in full together with a rendering 
into modern English and extensive notes. Also included in this volume are an intro- 
ductory ethnographic sketch by D. Simmons, who also contributed the notes on the 
diary, anda survey of the political organisation of Old Calabar by G. I. Jones. (572-9669) 


AFFABLE SAVAGES. An Anthropologist among the Urubu Indians of 
Brazil. Francis Huxley. Hart-Davis, 25s. 1956. 22 cm. 288 pages. 19 photographs 
(4 in colour). Map. 

The author, son of Julian Huxley, twice visited a Tupi-speaking tribe of Indians in 

northern Brazil and lived with them for over four months. His lively and robust 

account shows them, not just as the object of an anthropological study, but as 
hospitable, courageous and honest individuals obsessed with the virtues of hardness. 

He uses as many anecdotes as possible to let the Urubus speak for themselves about 

their tribal customs, the functions of their chief, hunting, eating, illness, death, puberty 

rites and relations with the spirit world. The work is intended both for the specialist 

and for the uninhibited general reader. (572-981)

A TEXTBOOK OF PLANT VIRUS DISEASES. Kenneth M. Smith. 
2nd edition. Churchill, 65s. 1957. 23 cm. 660 pages. 94 plates. Bibliography. Index. 
Dr. Smith, who is Director of the Virus Research Unit at the Molteno Institute, 
Cambridge, published the first edition of his textbook twenty years ago. Many 
extensions and rearrangements have therefore been necessary for the new edition. 
The order followed is easy for reference since it is based on the alphabetical sequence 
of the English names of the diseases. This should be a most valuable reference work 
to students and to practical agriculturalists and horticulturalists, covering, as it does, 
modern knowledge about viruses from all parts of the world. All aspects of the 
diseases are dealt with, from their sometimes unexpected distribution among plant 
species to methods of control. (581-2) 


RETURN TO THE IRRAWADDY. Frank Kingdon-Ward. Melrose, 
258. 23°5 cm. 224 pages. 46 illustrations. Diagram. Map. Index. 
The distinguished explorer and plant collector describes a recent expedition, in the 
company of his wife, to a little-known part of the Burma-China borderlands. From 
Suprabum, about 350 miles north of Rangoon, they worked northwards and east- 
wards up to 11,000 feet on the dividing range between the two main headstreams of 
the Irrawaddy, botanising and collecting as they went. Gardening enthusiasts will 
find much to interest them, in the tracking down of a tree lily, for instance, and the 
comprehensive account of rhododendrons in North Burma. The incidents of travel, 
the weather, the frustrations and successes are so meticulously set down that at the 
end the reader feels he has participated in the venture himself. The author’s photo- 
gtaphs are excellent and varied, and there is an adequate map. (581-9591)

SEAL MORNING. Rowena Farre. Hutchinson, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 178 pages.

Miss Farre tells in simple, straightforward language the story of her life between the 
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ages of ten and seventeen on a Sutherland croft. She and her aunt had sought the 
wilderness and were not natives of it and the life described is, therefore, highly 
individualist and not traditional. Miss Farre writes tellingly of the beauties of wilder 
Scotland. She took with her or accumulated there an entertaining menagerie of wild 
animal pets ranging from squirrels and otters to a seal and a ptarmigan, and the tale 
of their antics and capacities makes always interesting, and often instructive, reading.

From the Department of Zoology, Liverpool University, this comprehensive study 
for research workers in endocrinology and related sciences gives established facts, 
including recent data from the Liverpool research group, reviews the literature of 
the subject to early 1955 and examines present problems. It deals with the adrenal 
cortex in vertebrates, first in the Eutheria, structure, secretion, functions and 
abnormalities of function, the relation of the cortex to peripheral tissue, and also 
adrenal-gonad relationship. It then proceeds to a discussion of the adrenal cortex in 
the other vertebrates, concluding with the marsupials. Finally, the author considers 
the development of the adrenal cortex and its form and functions, posing clearly the 
om | problems remaining to be solved by comparative endocrinology. There is an 
excellent bibliography of early and recent world literature. (596) 


THE WATERFOWL OF THE WORLD. Vol. 2. The Dabbling Ducks. 
Jean Delacour. Country Life, 126s. 1956. 25 cm. 232 pages. 24 plates in colour by 
Peter Scott. 29 distribution maps. Indexes. 

The first volume of this work dealt mainly with geese and swans; this one deals with 
the so-called ‘surface-feeding’ ducks, which compose almost entirely the tribe 
Anatini. The genus Anser, as at present defined, is a vast one, including many of the 
familiar species such as mallard, teal, pintail and shoveler. The remaining genera are 
often isolated and aberrant. The most attractive features about this work, apart from 
the plates, are the broad view taken of the adaptive radiation of duck, all over the 
world and the mass of intriguing information for ornithologist and biologist on the 
contrast of widespread and restricted distributions exhibited by close relations.

Vol. I appeared in 1954. Vol. II is divided into five parts, Primary production,

findings, for this volume there exists a considerable bulk of literary evidence. The 
editors, in view of the increase in the quantity of documentary records with the 
passage of time, have attempted to cover only the technology of Europe, and 
consider that this work should be ‘regarded as a survey preliminary to the account 
of that rising technical supremacy of western Europe which will be extended in later

Even its prede- 
cessors are few, the chief being Asclepiad which ceased publication in 1895 and The 
Medical Bookman and Historian, now a clinical journal. The new periodical contains, 
besides original articles, reports of the Societies which have adopted it as their official 
organ, texts and documents, book reviews and medical anniversaries. It is very well 
produced.

THE SMALL HOURS. An Entertainment for the Sleepless. Compiled by 
John and Diana St. John. Heinemann, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 268 pages. Index. 
An ingenious and very entertaining anthology in two parts. The first contains a great 
variety of advice for the sleepless, ranging from Elizabethan potions, possets and 
physic, to more modern recipes for combating insomnia. It makes amusing reading 
and some of the recipes may even work. The second part aims at ‘relaxing tension 
and promoting in the reader’ a frame of mind sympathetic to sleep. It contains some

In this useful textbook for students and qualified chiropodists the Lecturer in 
Therapeutics, Department of Chiropody, Chelsea Polytechnic, London, gives a 
lucid account of the physiological and pathological background to treatment, 
describing in some detail processes such as inflammation and repair and the body’s 
defence against microbial infections. He explains the action of groups of medicaments 
on the body and carefully considers specific treatment of common conditions. The 
Introduction includes a selection of monographs, using the nomenclature of the 
British Pharmocopoeia and British Pharmaceutical Codex, followed by Latin titles. 
This is a workmanlike vade-mecum. (615) 


HUMAN DISEASE. A. E. Clark-Kennedy. Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1957.

There could have been no better choice of author for this volume than Dr. Clark- 
Kennedy, who is well known as an author of wise and entertaining books and articles 
on the human aspects of disease. Here he writes primarily for laymen, especially for 
those concerned with the health and social services, who seek a balanced view of 
disease. The author considers disease as the reaction of the individual mind and body 
to its environment, first in utero, and later to such hazards as malnutrition, injury, 
poisoning, infection, new growth, degeneration, to the strains and stresses of the 
mind, and to body/mind interaction. Chapters demonstrating the complexity of 
clinical diagnosis and of diseases not yet understood complete a most interesting 
volume.

Kingdom and generally representative of disease processes, prefacing each micro- 
scopical account by one of macroscopical appearance. The fine and accurate coloured 
photomicrographs, which are the outstanding feature in this comprehensive work, 
keep pace with the text; some have been replaced and new ones have been introduced 
to illustrate new topics, for the most part in the chapters dealing with tumours, and 
the cardiovascular, reproductive, haemopoietic, integumentary and locomotor 
systems.

THE PATHOGENESIS OF CORONARY OCCLUSION. A. D. 
Morgan. Blackwell (Oxford), 42s. 1956. 25 cm. 180 pages. Numerous illustrations

Professor J. B. Duguid contributes the foreword to this monograph in which Dr. 

Morgan examines and supports the former’s thrombogenic theory of the aetiology 

of coronary atherosclerosis based on Rokitansky’s original concept. The first part is 

devoted to an historical review in the course of which Dr. Morgan surveys the 
literature on various aspects of pathogenesis, the influence of age and stress, the 
biochemical approach, diet, inhibitory, contributory and local predisposing factors. 

The second part is mainly a comprehensive study of the morbid histology, very 

competently illustrated by the Department of Medical Photography, Westminster 

Hospital, London, where Dr. Morgan is Consultant Pathologist.

The Paediatrician to the University of the Witwatersrand, Johannesburg, provides a 
concise manual of the medical aspects of paediatrics. Well produced and illustrated, 
it is best suited to the needs of nurses studying for the Certificate in Paediatric Nursing 
of the South African Nursing Council, although, besides a selection of questions set 
for that certificate, it also reproduces papers set for the Final State Examination of 
the comparable British qualification. A section on infections and contagious fevers 
is included in which vaccination against smallpox is described but the disease itself 
is omitted.

POWER SYSTEM COMMUNICATIONS. Edited by E. Openshaw 
Taylor. Newnes, 35s. 1957. 22 cm. 312 pages. 190 illustrations. Index. 

A series of Advanced Lectures on Power System Operation was given at the Heriot- 
Watt College, Edinburgh, and this book is the third of the series, each dealing with 
a particular aspect of the main subject. It is inevitable that the chapters, being by 
different authors (who are well-known communication engineers), are a little dis- 
jointed, but each is complete in itself. The field covered is wide and includes sections 
on Post Office plant, carrier equipment, radio and television, as well as general 
articles on theory and on supervisory control, telemetering, and intertripping. The 
book will appeal particularly to the power engineer needing a work of reference on 
his specialised communication problems, and for this purpose it is ideal. (621-38)

and cutting tools are fully described with many helpful illustrations. The beginner 
will learn of the capabilities of two lathes much used in modern mass production, 
whilst the more experienced operator and setter will discover some of the finer points 
that extend their experience and aid productivity.

ENGINEERING STRUCTURAL FAILURES. The Causes and Results 
of Failure in Modern Structures of Various Types. Rolt Hammond. Odhams, 25s.

The author, a well-known civil engineer, provides a survey of both the causes and 

the results of failures in a variety of examples over a century of engineering, including 

earthworks, dams, harbour works, buildings, bridges and hee: Special problems 

of failure due to vibration, to earthquake and subsidence, and in welded structures 

are also considered. In the final chapter, methods for preventing such failures are 

discussed. The book should be very useful to civil engineers. (624)

REPORT ON ROADS AND ROAD PROBLEMS IN SOUTH 
EAST ASIA AND THE CARIBBEAN. F. H. P. Williams. H.M. 


Stationery Office, 13s. 1957. 24°5 cm. 96 pages. 102 photographs. 18 maps. Paper 
covers. (Colonial Research Publications No. 18) 


The author, as Colonial Liaison Officer for Road Research, made a two months’ 
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tour of the British Dependencies in South East Asia in 1953 and spent three months 
in the Caribbean in 1954. This report gives a general account of his impressions of the 
roads in these territories, and completes a survey of colonial road problems, of which 
the first two parts, dealing with Africa, were published as Nos. 8 and 17 of this series. 
As a result of these visits a Colonial Road Research Committee has been set up. 
The long-term value of these investigations will be considerable, since many of the 
problems encountered are common to very widely scattered territories in the tropics, 
and the experience gained in one colony may well be of great assistance when applied 
to the difficulties of another. (625-7)

The book is not merely concerned with the technical or theoretical aspects of the 

subject but considers the effects on village life, the labour problems, and the national 

and local financial and administrative implications.

This book by the Chief Chemist of the Mersey River Board will undoubtedly prove 

to be one of the classic publications on its subject. Dr. Klein has collected into usable 

form a very large mass of information on the aspects of pollution with which he 

deals. These include the causes and effects of pollution, its legal aspects, and methods 

for its control. Probably one of the most important chapters is that dealing with the 

interpretation of chemical tests used in river surveys—a subject of the first importance 

which has been little discussed in earlier literature.

This book makes an interesting and instructive addition to the histories of the Second 

World War. It supplies details in text and illustrations of the best-known fighter 

planes used by the air forces of Great Britain, the United States, Germany and Japan. 

The scale drawings of the aircraft are particularly useful. (629-1) 


THE EXPLORATION OF MARS. Willy Ley and Wernher von Braun. 
Sidgwick & Jackson, 30s. 1956. 25 cm. 184 pages. 28 reproductions of paintings

The long-range exploration of Mars has been going on ever since the invention of 

the telescope and the first half of this story is well documented, the authors having 

gone back to original sources for most of their material. There is a useful bibliography 
of the most important books and papers about Mars. The rest of the book is a detailed 
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account of how an expedition to Mars might be organised, based on present-day 
astronomical and engineering knowledge, and illustrated with colour reproductions 
of Chesney Bonestell’s beautiful paintings. The authors, who are well known for 
their work on rocket propulsion, have both vision and experience as well as a gift 
for clear exposition based on undisputed facts. (629°14353)

MECHANIZATION OF TROPICAL CROPS. W. N. Bates. Temple Press,

The author, formerly Mechanical Cultivation Engineer to the Government of 
Bombay Province, has had twenty-four years’ first-hand experience of this complex 
subject, both in India and Africa, and few could have made a better job of this 
comprehensive volume. He deals first with the general principles of crop production 
in different climates and under different soil conditions, paying due attention to the 
all-important problems of erosion, drainage and irrigation; secondly, with mechani- 
sation as a whole in tropical areas, including all types of tractors and implements, and 
also the important subsidiary topics of technical education, transport, pest, disease 
and weed control; and, finally, with the detailed mechanised treatment of fifteen 
important crops. All those concerned with tropical agriculture should read this book.

This book follows hard on the heels of another from the same French expedition to 
Adélie Land in 1951-52 which described the habits of emperor penguins. Mr. Dovers, 
who is an Australian with a distinguished record of Antarctic service, had charge of 
the dog teams, which needed above all careful surveillance lest they should esca: 
and kill all the objects of study of this expedition—the penguins. His own study, 
management and understanding of the dogs, makes fascinating reading. (636-72)

HAIR DESIGN AND COLOUR. Cyril Ashley and Frank Stevenson. 
Odhams Press, 21s. 1957. 23 cm. 192 pages. Numerous photographs. Drawings. 
Index. 
This comprehensive book on hairdressing covers the whole process from the moment 
the client enters the salon to the final result. The subjects covered include brushing, 
cutting, shampooing, waving and curling, although a large part of the book is 
devoted to the complex techniques of the tinting and dyeing of hair. Photographs 
are used to great advantage in illustrating each step in the treatment. These are of 
particular value in the chapter on cutting. Practical advice is given on the choice of 
salon and on efficient administration, based on the authors’ own experiences. Although 
this is intended primarily as a reference work for those in the profession, it contains 
much on the care of hair which should be of interest to the layman. (646-74)

SERIAL PUBLICATION IN ENGLAND BEFORE 1750. R. M. Wiles. 


Cambridge University Press, 50s. 1957. 22 cm. 408 pages. 9 illustrations. Bibliography.

Professor Wiles’s detailed and valuable study of a hitherto neglected phase of English 
publishing history gives some account of serialisation in newspapers but is mainly 
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concerned with number-books, the generic title given to substantial works issued in 
fascicules—siender paper-covered parts—appearing at monthly (or other) intervals, 
Apart from a few reprints of famous masterpieces, the books in this form between 
1678 and 1750 were of no literary importance, but through their cheapness, in the 
serial numbers, they developed a widespread habit of book-buying which led in 
the 19th century to the huge circulation of the novels of Dickens and others in 
periodical parts. Although the practice lapsed round about the 1920's, notwithstanding 
the remarkable success of H. G. Wells’s Outline of History, originally issued as a number- 
book, the contemporary rising of book prices might well persuade publishers to 
reconsider the serial publication system. (655°5)

PACKAGING AND DISPLAY ENCYCLOPAEDIA. Edited by 
J. Molloy. 4th edition. Newnes, 70s. 1957. 28 cm. 752 pages. Numerous illustrations 
(some in colour). Index. 

The functional aspects of packaging are deait with in some detail: protection of goods 

from shock in transit, from rodents, insects, bacteria, pilferers, humidity and variations 

in temperature. There are sections on choice of material, sealing processes and 

adhesives, on functional as well as design from the sales viewpoint and on methods 

and conditions in packing departments. The book is well presented. Contributors and 

members of the advisory panel are well qualified by experience in one or more aspects 

of the subjects covered.

The fortieth volume of this series is a formidable work of forty reviews, some 
consisting of several sections and each by one or several different authors. The topics 
range widely over the field of applied chemistry. There is, for example, a short 
section on “Chemical Engineering and Hazards’ and a subsection on “General Micro- 
biological Processes’. The descriptive parts of the sections are generally rather too 
short to allow a critical assessment of the information quoted; they are followed by 
lists of references, which are often quite comprehensive and which will be found 
useful if this book is used as a starting point for further information on any particular 
subject. The value of the volume for purposes of reference is further enhanced by 
very full author and reference indexes. (660) 


Food Manufacture and Processing 
BREADS WHITE AND BROWN: Their Place in Thought and Social 
History. R. A. McCance and E. M. Widdowson. Pitman, 30s. 1956. 22 cm. 186 
pages. 3 illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. Index. 
From 1947 to 1949 the authors, well known in the field of nutrition, carried out an 
investigation, in Germany, into the nutritive value of different kinds of bread. As a 
result of this they were led into a detailed historical review of the subject. This book 
is an account of this enquiry and is an excellent historico-scientific survey of the 
development of, and changes in the composition of, bread as a foodstuff from the 
time of the earliest civilisations to the present day. This is an extremely valuable and 
readable contribution to the literature of the history of foodstuffs. There is an extensive 
bibliography of over seven hundred references. (664-75)

A HANDBOOK OF TEXTILE FINISHING. A. J. Hall. 2nd edition. 
National Trade Press, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 258 pages. 152 illustrations. Index. 
This book, fust published in 1952, is a useful introduction to the subject. It describes 
the textile fibres, summarises yarn and fabric production, and discusses mechanical 
and chemical finishing processes, but not dyeing and printing. The second edition 
shows minor revisions and additions relating to Acrilan, drying tubular knitted fabric, 
crease resistance (avoidance of chlorine retention), comprehensive shrinkage (use of 
rubber belt), waterproofing with silicones, rotproofing (acetylation and cyanoethyla- 
tion of cotton) and flameproofing (THPC proban). The author was employed in the 
industry and is established as a writer of technical articles and textbooks. (677)

CALENDERS FOR RUBBER PROCESSING. H. Willshaw. Heffer 
(Cambridge), 25s. 1956. 21-5 cm. 68 pages. 36 illustrations. Bibliography. Index.

An authoritative work by the Chief Engineer of the Dunlop group of companies on 

the machinery and techniques used in converting rubber and ‘allied materials into 

sheet form. After reviewing the history of machine development, various major 
aspects of machine design are described and discussed in simple direct English and 
without mathematics. For particular purposes, deviations from the standard machine 
and auxiliary equipment are found to give greater production efficiency; these 
modifications and their consequence: form the subject matter of the remainder of the 
volume, which is amply provided with reference and gives also a glossary of technical 
terms.

PNEUMATIC TYRE DESIGN. E. C. Woods. 2nd edition, revised.

PARIS A LA MODE. A Voyage of Discovery. Célia Bertin. Translated 
from the French by Marjorie Deans.

Célia Bertin, the well-known French novelist who won the Prix Renaudot in 1953, 

here presents a detailed study of the great French fashion houses and of the accessory 

trades subsidiary to them. Most women nowadays are familiar with the names of the 
leading dressmakers—Dior, Fath, Balmain, etc.—and know that fashion depends to 

a great extent upon their decrees. Few have any knowledge of the vast industry 

which has sprung from their inspiration. Paris a la Mode tells the whole story, 

beginning with a Dior trade show and ending with pen portraits of the great 
couturiers themselves. This well-written book, a mine of fascinating, unusual informa- 

tion, is delightfully illustrated. (687-12)

The Bible, with its wealth of dramatic stories and vivid characters, has always 

provided inexhaustible subject matter for artists. Taking full advantage of the rich 

material available, the publishers have produced a pictorial survey of Old Testament 
illustration which will be warmly welcomed by anybody concerned with religious 
teaching and art appreciation. The plates are arranged to illustrate the Old Testament 
in its historical sequence, with detailed descriptive notes at the end linking the pictures 
with corresponding passages in the Bible as well as giving the usual details of artist, 
material, date, etc. The standard of reproduction is high and the colour plates are satisfy- 
ing : altogether an unusual book, intelligently produced and of wide appeal. (704-948)

REPORT OF THE BRITISH CARIBBEAN FEDERAL CAPITAL 
COMMISSION. Colonial Office. H.M. Stationery Office, 3s. 1956. 24°5 cm.

The question of the situation of the capital of the British Caribbean Federation has 

been the subject of discussion for some years and in June, 1956, a Commission under 

the Chairmanship of Sir Francis Mudie was set up to recommend the three mot 
suitable sites in order of preference. After three and a half months, during which all 
the territories concerned were visited and some three hundred and fifty people 
consulted, the Commission produced this report which records the considerations 
which led them to decide that such a capital should be based on an existing town. 

The choice lay between Jamaica, Trinidad and Barbados and their final recommen- 

dation was in favour of Barbados. Since the report was published the Standing 

Federation Commission has chosen Trinidad. (711-451)

ARCHITECTURE IN BRITAIN: THE MIDDLE AGES. Geoffrey 
Webb. Penguin Books, 52s.6d. 1957. 26-5 cm. 256 pages. 280 photographs. 
g1 drawings. Bibliography. Index. (The Pelican History of Art) 

In this solidly concentrated, immensely learned survey of architecture in Britain from 

the 7th to the 16th century, Professor Webb, a prominent and authoritative art 

historian who is Secretary to the Royal Commission on Historical Monuments 

(England), makes no concessions to the uninitiated. Indeed, the task of covering this 

vast subject in two hundred odd pages of text leaves no room at all for the detailed 

explanations which the general reader may need. For the serious student of British 
ecclesiastical building of the period—secular work receives little attention—this 
volume is likely to be accepted as the standard reference source for many years to 
come. Both in conception and execution it maintains the high standard set by previous 
books in this very important series. A glossary is included and a very full bibliography.

Drawing Painting 

BLAKE’S PENCIL DRAWINGS. Second Series. Edited by Geoffrey 
Keynes. Nonesuch Press, 84s. 1956. 29°5 cm. 238 pages. 56 illustrations. 

William Blake (1757-1827), most mystic and visionary of English artists, has a 
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perennial interest for those concerned with the psychological content of works of 
art, no less than for students of draughtsmanship and book illustration. This volume 
reproduces fifty-six masterly pencil drawings on themes from the Bible, Shakespeare, 
Milton and Dante as well as illustrations to the apocryphal Book of Enoch (of which 
the first English translation appeared in 1821) and imaginary portraits of figures from 
the past. Each plate has a commentary on the facing page by Sir Geoffrey Keynes, 
the leading British Blake expert and collector. Beautifully produced, this is a 
connoisseur’s book. The first series appeared as long ago as 1927; the second incor- 
porates the handful of new drawings since discovered and many drawings in private 
collections not normally accessible to students. (741-942) 


CHILD PORTRAITURE FROM _ BELLINI TO CEZANNE. 
F. M. Godfrey. Studio Publications, 42s. 1956. 29 cm. 48 pages of text. 96 pages of 
illustrations. 

Ninety-six examples of child portraiture, executed by the greatest artists between the 

late 15th century and approximately 1900, are here gathered together and discussed 

in a sensitively written text. Each black-and-white plate receives a paragraph or more 
of comment in which both the formal and psychological aspects of the painting are 
discussed; the colours of the original are also described. The book will appeal both 
to the student of painting who wishes to take a specific subject and follow its treatment 
through the centuries, and the lover of child portraits in their own right. Artists of the 
Italian, Spanish, German, French and English schools are all represented and the 
successive changes in the style of child portraiture are well brought out. (757) 


BEN NICHOLSON. Vol. 2. Work Since 1947. Introduction by Herbert 
Read. Lund Humphries, 63s. 1956. 30 cm. 26 pages of text. 144 illustrations (some in 
colour). Bibliography. 

This new volume of reproductions of paintings, reliefs and drawings by Britain’s 

leading abstract painter has been produced with style and distinction under the 

supervision of the artist. It presents a selection of works executed during the last eight 
years, in which period the artist received important awards at the Venice Biennale 
and other international festivals. Sir Herbert Read supplies the introductory text, 
and at the end of the book are critical appraisals of Ben Nicholson’s art, in English 
and French, taken from recent European and American press notices. The delicacy, 
precision and taste of Ben Nicholson’s style is well conveyed in the colour plates, and 
variety is achieved by the placing together of landscape and architectural drawings side 
by side with abstract studies. (759°2) 


CHINESE PAINTING: Leading Masters and Principles. Osvald Sirén. 
Part 1: The First Millenium. 3 vols. Lund, Humphries, £25.10s. 1956. 28 cm. 
Vol. 1: Early Chinese Painting. 248 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Bibliography. 
Vol. 2: The Sung Period. 290 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour). Indexes. Vol. 3:

The general aim of this large-scale work is ‘to represent the historical development 

and aesthetic significance of Chinese painting to western art-lovers’. It is divided into 

two separate though mutually interdependent parts, both in three volumes, of which 
the first, dealing with the first millenium of Chinese painting to the end of the Sung 
dynasty (1280 A.D.), is here noted; the second part, covering the Youan, Ming and 

Ch’ing period will appear later. The author is a distinguished, much travelled Swedish 

expert on Far-Eastern art. His monumental study of Chinese painting takes into 
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account the literary sources which illuminate the theory and practices of the artists 
themselves, and provides new material for the serious student in the Annotated Lists 
which record 1,400 painters. Volumes 1-2 contain text matter, and Volume 3 is 
wholly devoted to the finely reproduced plates. (759-951)

PORTRAIT MANUAL. Modern Methods Fully Explained and Illustrated, 
Arnold J. Coppel and Edward S. Bomback. Fountain Press, 45s. 1956. 22 cm.

The numerous practical illustrations combined with an authoritative text written by 
two leading photographers in portraiture help to make the approach to this subject 
less complex to the amateur—assumed already to have a knowledge of photography 
but not of portraiture. Particular attention has been given to all modern lighting 
topics and equipment—flood lights, spotlights, shapes and properties of reflections, 
portable lighting equipment, flash bulbs, electronic flash units, current consumption 
and household circuits. Other chapters cover fully: studio design, make-up, exposure 
control, colour, special effects, models, child portraiture, and processing, printing 
and presentation. This book will be appreciated just as much by the miniature 
enthusiast as by the user of larger cameras.

Record librarians, dealers and collectors all over the world will welcome the 
continuation of this now famous publication, which covers the classical and good light 
music issued with some 500 different prefixes. Not only is it still without a rival, but 
has improved its own past standards of accuracy and scholarship. Its pages are an 
astonishing testimony to the speed with which the long-playing disc has helped to 
foster a world-wide demand for good music, drawn from composers of many nations 
and periods. A new feature is the section devoted to music on pre-recorded tapes. 
There are also corrections to the previous volumes and the usual invaluable analytical 
entries for all important items in collections and anthologies. It is a high tribute to the 
assiduity of the compilers and their assistants that so few of the many selections from 
obscure composers have defied identification. (789-91)

ON THE ART OF THE THEATRE. Edward Gordon Craig. Reprint. 
Heinemann, 25s. 1957. 20 cm. 320 pages. 8 plates. 
The present reprint of what is perhaps the best of Craig’s works, as it contains the 
very essence of his philosophy, has been given new illustrations. Born in 1872, the 
son of Ellen Terry, this great artist has wielded an immense influence on the European 
(most particularly on the Russian and German) theatre of this century. It has been 
said of Craig that he ‘has something in him larger than life, something that at the same 
time commands respect and defies analysis’. Almost all his productions were termed 
failures, yet the theatre of the future (the theatre that has not yet emerged) will in all 
probability be found to have its roots in Craig’s conception. His best work was carried 
out in Italy, where The Mask and the Dialogues, the basis of On the Art of the Theatre, 
were written and published. (792) 
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MAGIC OF MAKE-UP by the Most Modern Methods for Stage and 
Screen. Harald Melvill. Rockliff, 15s. 1957. 22-5 cm. 96 pages. Illustrations. 
Drawings by the author. Index. 

The author’s earlier books on scenery and theatre-craft have already proved their 

value among amateur actors and school dramatic societies, being based on many 

years’ experience. This volume also is intended for amateurs and schools, and, in 
addition to chapters on both the grease-paint and pancake methods of make-up, it 
gives instructions on various national characteristics, false noses, beards, and wigs.

THE FRENCH STAGE IN THE XVIITH CENTURY. A Study in 
the Advent of the Italian Order. T. E. Lawrenson. Manchester University Press 
in conjunction with the Publications Board of the University College of the Gold Coast, 
$58. 1957. 25 cm. 236 pages. 107 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Theatre design has always expressed a profound relation between the audience and 

the spectacle. This study is concerned with theatrical architecture and machinery 

rather than with acting or dramatic history. The 17th century is the crucial period in 

France when the ancient theatre is in process of conscious adaptation to Christian 


. civilisation and literature—a far more complex and deliberate process than in 


England—following the rediscovery of Vitruvius by Renaissance scholars. This is a 
specialist’s book, a work of detailed and accurate scholarship, extremely well illustrated 
with drawings and diagrams, though Dr. Lawrenson’s findings are not always 
marshalled in the most lucid order. (792-0944)

THE CONQUEST OF FITZROY. M. A. Azema. Translated from the 
French by Katherine Chorley and Nea Morin. Deutsch, 21s. 1957. 21°5 cm. 
238 pages. Illustrations. Diagrams. Maps. 
This is the story of the first climb up a very difficult rock tower—Fitzroy in the 
Patagonian Andes—made by an expert French party in 1952. In order to reach the 
summit the climbers had to use the latest methods of ‘artificial’ climbing such as 
pitons (climbing irons), fixed ropes and the like. Without the help of these success 
would not have been possible. The great difficulties they encountered on the way up 
are graphically described, while the illustrations underline the severity of this first 
ascent. The account of the approach to Fitzroy through beautiful unspoilt country 
is a good travel tale in itself. (796-52) 


ON CLIMBING. Charles Evans. Museum Press, 30s. 1956. 23°5 cm. 192 pages. 
42 photographs. Diagrams. Maps. Index. 
No one is better qualified to write about mountains than Charles Evans, as he was 
the first to set foot on the South Peak of Everest and was leader of the successful 
expedition to Kanchenjunga. He has also climbed extensively in the Alps and in 
Great Britain. His book consists of a mixture of personal experiences, advice for 
beginners and technical hints for more advanced mountaineers. His drawings illus- 
trating the right and wrong way of doing things are valuable additions to the text. 
This pleasant volume can be recommended to anyone interested in mountaineering.

SCIENCE AND FICTION. Patrick Moore. Harrap, 10s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 
192 pages. Index. 
From Lucian’s True History (A.D. 150) down to the present day the author traces 
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the history of Science Fiction, praising the good examples of this genre and blaming 
with rather heavy wit, the bad. A Fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society, he is at 
his best in dealing with the subject of space travel and the possibility of life on other 
worlds. His treatment of other branches of Science Fiction—those, for instance, 
dealing with ‘extra-sensory perception’—are more summary. A valuable and indeed 
the only survey of a fascinating branch of fiction. (808-3)

WRITING IN CANADA. Proceedings of the Canadian Writers’ Conference, 
Queen’s University, 28-31 July, 1955. Edited by George Whalley. Macmillan 
(Toronto, Canada), $3-25 cloth; $1-45 paper covers. 1956. 20-5 cm. 160 pages, 
This Conference, Financed by the Rockefeller foundation, brought together Canadian 
poets, novelists, publishers, editors, critics, librarians and booksellers to discuss ‘The 
Writer, his Media and the Public’. For three days the delegates listened to formal 
papers, here reprinted in full, and took part in the discussions which followed. Each 
aired his views and his prejudices about a theme of which he was an integral part. 
The chairman of every seminar group reported to a plenary session and these reports 
are also presented in a condensed form. The Proceedings are a record of an interesting 


experiment. The Conference was the first of its kind, and it showed that there is a° 


good deal of vigorous spirit among Canadian writers. (820-63C) 


NEW VOICES. Canadian University Writing. Selected by Earle Birney and 
others. Dent ( Toronto, Canada), $3-00. 1956. 21 cm. 192 pages. 
To encourage the development of creative writing in Canada, the publishers prevailed 
upon five well-known Canadian men of letters to make a selection from poems, short 
stories, and one-act plays submitted by students under twenty-five attending univer- 
sities in Canada. A majority of the contributors attend the large English-speaking 
universities of Eastern Canada, and the selections reflect contemporary literary trends 
and fashions, particularly of the United States. The quality of the writing is uneven, 
but the variety of themes and techniques holds promise of a rich future for creative 
writing in Canada. (820-8C) 


A HISTORY OF ENGLISH LITERATURE. The Middle Ages and 
the Renascence (650-1660) by Emile Legouis. Translated from the French by Helen 
Douglas Irvine. Modern Times (1660-1950) by Louis Cazamian. Translated from the 
French by W. D. MacInnes and the author.

For thirty years this history has enjoyed a well-deserved reputation as a standard work 

of reference, a solidly based survey of the growth of the English mind and an 

astonishing feat of compression. It is a tribute to the soundness of the authors’ original 
plan that, despite many changes in critical fashion, their picture of English literature 
remains essentially relevant to this day. In 1954 the survey was extended to 1950 and 
the present edition includes an important revision of the bibliographies of the entire 
history, which have been carefully brought up to date by Dr. Donald Davie. (820-9)

After a period of disparagement at the hands of a generation which criticised his 
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try as lacking in ideas, Tennyson, Mr. Lucas considers, is returning to favour in 
ces character as a lyrical poet of nature. This essay defines in some detail the dual 
nature of his personality, the rough bard of Olympian appearance and the ees 
hypersensitive man of letters. Mr. Lucas writes with warm appreciation of the bread: 
of Tennyson’s range and his versatile mastery of many poetic forms: he regards the 
short blank verse monologues such as “Tithonus’ as his most perfect achievement.

Lex Banning had already become well known as a poet before the issue of Apocalypse 
in Springtime, although his work had appeared only in Australian periodicals and in 
two editions of limited circulation. He displays notable sardonic humour, and the 
disciplined brevity of his work serves as a perfect vehicle for it. Every line gives 
evidence of the striving for conciseness, and though, to achieve this, Banning sacrifices 
warmth of feeling, the result is an often startling forcefulness. (821-9A)

THE MERRY WIVES OF WINDSOR. William Shakespeare. [Edited 
from the original text by G. B. Harrison.] Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 
128 pages. 2 illustrations. Paper covers. (Penguin Shakespeare) 
The Merry Wives, the last of the Falstaff comedies, is popularly supposed to have been 
written in a fortnight at Queen Elizabeth’s command; certainly it contains less verse 
than any other Shakespearean comedy. Its date has been much disputed, but the weight 
of evidence presented by Dr. Harrison points to the spring of 1599. There is an 
unsatisfactory Quarto of 1602, but the present text is primarily based on the Folio. 
The play gives rise to a great many problems concerning text, sources and contem- 
porary allusions, and these are skilfully summarised in the critical introduction and 
notes.

OTHELLO. William Shakespeare. [Edited by Alice Walker and John Dover 
Wilson.] Cambridge University Press, 17s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 316 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. (The New Shakespeare) 

The text of Othello is one of the less controversial among Shakespeare’s plays, being 
derived from the First Folio and a Quarto published shortly before it. The former 
offers a more complete and generally superior version, but the Quarto remains a 
valuable check on minor errors. The notes and glossary are a joint product; the 
introduction is by Professor Dover Wilson. Although A. C. Bradley’s work has been 
sweepingly criticised by modern Shakespeareans, Professor Wilson on this occasion 
finds his own conclusions very close to Bradley’s and makes a spirited defence of the 
latter’s interpretation of Othello’s character, as set forth in Shakespearean Tragedy.

The York cycle of plays (Henry VI and Richard III) has recently undergone a theatrical 

revival. From the editorial viewpoint, however, Henry VI remains, as it has done for 

the last two centuries, one of the most controversial plays in the whole canon. This 

volume represents a radical departure from the original Arden edition of 1909, 

Mr. Cairncross basing his approach on Professor Peter Alexander’s studies, and 








claiming that the tetralogy was conceived as a whole and largely written by 
Shakespeare. He sets out, however, the rival theories of authorship—and especially 
Professor Dover Wilson’s view—in a clear and cogently argued critical preface.

LOOK BACK IN ANGER. A Play in Three Acts. John Osborne. Faber 
10s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 96 pages. 
No English play was more hotly discussed in 1956 than this. Like Noel Coward's 
The Vortex of three decades ago, it was the first articulate expression, even if a some- 
what distorted one, of the mood and discontent of the post-war generation to be set 
down by a young dramatist. The plot is simple and portrays the moment of crisis in 
the marriage of an ill-matched couple, a girl from a conventional upper-middle-class 
home and a rootless young urban intellectual. The theme may well date rapidly; the 
play owes its distinction largely to Mr. Osborne’s talent for writing savage and 
intensely speakable dialogue. (822-9) 


ROMANOFF AND JULIET. A Comedy in Three Acts. Peter Ustinov, 
English Theatre Guild, 10s. 1957. 18 cm. 78 pages. § illustrations. (Guild Library) 
Originality and freshness appear to be inherent in all this author writes, not only in 
the language but in the theme, action and resolution of plot. This satirical comedy, 
set in the “Smallest Country in Europe’, has an underlying political significance. 
The President of this halcyon, backward land nicely holds the balance between 
representatives of the two opposing forces, America and Russia, who would each 
‘protect’ his state, until he eventually unites them in an hilarious final scene. In the 
beet of character, the sudden changes from staccato dialogue to long speech, 
all is adroit. Music for the three ballads is included in the book. (822°9) 


PLAYS OF THE YEAR. Volume 14. 1955-56. Chosen by J. C. Trewin.

Volume 14 contains The Strong are Lonely, a translation of Fritz Hochwaelder’s 
powerful drama about the overthrow in Paraguay in 1767 of a Utopian Jesuit colony 
in which the clash is both spiritual and social; The House by the Lake, by Hugh Mills, 
about a murder planned by a disqualified psychiatrist, a melodrama indifferent in 
technique but a good acting vehicle; One Bright Day, by Sigmund Miller, a variant of 
the theme of business versus society revolving around a dangerous patent drug; and 
Anne Boleyn, by Peter Albery, about Anne’s rise and fall, a tragedy in verse, episodic 
and uneven but with some scenes of dramatic power. (822-9)

NORMAN DOUGLAS. Ian Greenlees. Longmans for the British Council, 2s.

A traveller of insatiable curiosity and an exceptionally gifted linguist with both 
classical and scientific interests, Norman Douglas was a redoubtable individualist 
alike as man and writer. His greatest success was his novel South Wind, an immensely 
entertaining evocation of an imaginary Mediterranean island, but his most lasting 
achievements are his travel books on Italy and North Africa. Mr. Greenlees, who was 
personally acquainted with Douglas, is particularly well qualified to judge the latter's 
unsurpassed knowledge of Southern Italy and its peasantry. He justly claims that 
Douglas is among the most vigorous and stylish English prose-writers of this ‘meal

SELECTED ESSAYS. George Orwell. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 
204 pages. Bibliography. Paper covers. 

The selection contains Inside the Whale, Down the Mine (a vividly written chapter 
from The Road to Wigan Pier), England Your England (from the pamphlet The Lion 
and the Unicorn), Shooting an Elephant, Lear, Tolstoi and the Fool, Politics versus 
Literature, Politics and the English Language, The Prevention of Literature, and Boys’ 
Weeklies—all the great essays, in fact, except for one on Dickens and the one on the 
Spanish War. It is especially valuable to have in this cheap format the essays on 
Tolstoi, Gullivers’ Travels (Politics versus Literature) and Politics and the English 
Language (one of the best essays of advice to young authors). Every piece is good 
Orwell and the selection combines to demonstrate the range and skill of a very fine 
essayist.

Canadian Humour 


SAM SLICK IN PICTURES. The Best of the Humour of Thomas 
Chandler Haliburton. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), $4:00. 1956. 26 cm. 206 
pages. Illustrations by C. W. Jefferys. 

Thomas Chandler Haliburton wrote the Sam Slick series over a century ago and the 

itinerant joker became one of Canada’s first internationally known literary characters. 

Haliburton, a Nova Scotian judge and later a member of the British House of 

Commons, used the stories of the clockmaker to satirise the gullibility and laziness 

of the rural inhabitants of Nova Scotia. In 1915, C. W. Jefferys, R.C.A., Canada’s 

historical artist, was asked to edit and illustrate a twelve-volume edition of Haliburton’s 
writings. 102 drawings were completed, but the edition was never published. These 
clever pen and ink sketches, faithful to Haliburton’s humour, have finally been 
reproduced, and Sam Slick and his fellow characters have been revitalised. Malcolm 
Parks has provided descriptions of each situation that retain the feeling of Haliburton’s 


best tales. (827-8C) 


English Miscellany 
THE GREEN CROW. Sean O'’Casey. W. H. Allen, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 
278 pages. 

Mr. O’Casey’s crow is of course himself, sharp-witted, a trifle forbidding in appear- 
ance and harsh in utterance. His book includes revised essays on the theatre, previously 
published as The Flying Wasp, later essays on similar themes and four short stories. 
Criticism for him signifies invective. We should not seck dispassionate judgments in 
his work; one must accept his fixed ideas and enjoy his undeniable talent for polemic. 
An unrepentant Marxist, he combines a warm sympathy for Shakespeare and Shaw 
with implacable hostility to the commercial theatre, dramatic critics, W. B. Yeats 
and Noel Coward. The stories are sharp vignettes of urban life, strongly reminiscent 
of his early plays. (828-9) 


Belgian Literature 

VERHAEREN. P. Mansell Jones. Bowes & Bowes, 7s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 
64 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European Literature and Thought) 

Verhaeren (1885-1916), Belgium’s greatest poet, was basically a countryman, ever 

alive to the desecrating attraction of industrial cities, wooing men away from the 

land, yet always enthusiastic about all the works of man. His themes are universal: 

nature, painting, industry, science, criticism of revealed religion, enunciation of a 
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social ideal based upon respect for life, and faith in the victory of knowledge over 
superstition. Les Heures Claires, inspired by his love for his wife, are unique in French 
poetry. Professor Mansell Jones, after relating Verhaeren’s life, and analysing each 
volume of poems, with quotations (ably translated in the Appendix), assigns him his 
place among modern poets. An admirable volume. (841-8) 


GUSTAVE FLAUBERT and the Art of Realism. Anthony Thorlby. Bowes 
& Bowes, 7s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 64 pages. Bibliography. (Studies in Modern European 
Literature and Thought) 

Flaubert believed that the novelist should exercise the absolute impartiality of the 

scientist, expressing neither pity, nor sympathy, nor moral teaching, though all can 

(and with Flaubert do) emerge from presentation of the subject. Nor could Flaubert 

maintain unbroken this impassibility: tenderness would break through. Mr. Thorlby’s 

study, for readers already acquainted with Flaubert, usefully discusses the meaning of 
realism, irony, style, but as a portrait of Flaubert it is unsatisfactory. The best pages 
are those where he allows himself to be direct and human (e.g. on Madame Bovary 
and Un Coeur Simple). Madame Bovary moves us because Flaubert loved her. 
Mr. Thorlby does not seem to like Flaubert. (843-8) 


Greek Literature 
THE FROGS. Aristophanes. An English version by Dudley Fitts. Faber, 15s. 
1957. 22°5 cm. 128 pages. 

No play of Aristophanes has worn better than The Frogs, which contains little of the 
rod wood of ancient Greek humour and much of the poet’s most lively parody and 
criticism. Its theme, the contest not merely between the Old Drama and the New, 
but between tradition and innovation, remains excellent material for comedy. 
Mr. Fitts has shown his usual skill in the task of finding suitable counterparts for 
Aristophanes’ language and metre. He uses prose for much of the dialogue, but his 
satirical lyrics and parodies of Aeschylus and Euripides are also remarkably successful. 
He has added a critical introduction and useful notes. (882) 


Arabic Literature 
THE SEVEN ODES. The First Chapter in Arabic Literature. A. J. Arberry. 
Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 258 pages. Index. 
In 1782 William Jones published his translation of The Moallakat or Seven Arabic Poems 
and since then these odes, the work of pre-Islamic poets, have been much studied by 
European scholars, who have rendered them into the prosody of their own literatures 
or reproduced the Arabic cadences, but the difficulties of translating the alien and 
highly stylized themes and polished, disciplined measures are apparent. In this new 
study, the first for more than fifty years, Professor Arberry has compared these 
translations and has rendered in smooth flowing lines an enlightened interpretation 
in modern English, which, with his scholarly examination of the historical and textual 
sources and background, and of the authenticity and meaning of Mo’allagat, will be 
welcomed by students of Arabic and scholars wherever Arabic literature is known.

IBN KHALDUN’S PHILOSOPHY OF HISTORY. A Study in the 
Philosophical Foundation of the Science of Culture. Muhsin Mahdi. Allen & Unwin, 
30S. 19$7. 22 cm. 326 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Most people will have first heard of the remarkable Muslim historian and philosopher 
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Ibn Khaldiin through the pages of Toynbee’s Study of History. The author of the 
present work, an Iraqi historian, is to be congratulated on an admirable piece of 
scholarship. Born in Tunis in 1332, Ibn Khaldin travelled as far as Granada in the 
West and Damascus in the East, and his ideas on the rise and fall of civilizations were 
the result of reflection upon the events of his day. Although he believed civilisation 
to follow a definite rhythm, his firm religious faith prevented him from surrendering 
his belief in free will. Ibn Khaldin, the counsellor of, seven princes, combined thought 
and action to a degree surpassing even Plato and Confucius. The present work will be 
a revelation to scholars and laymen alike. (901) 


Geography Travel Description 
PACIFIC ORDEAL. Kenneth Ainslie. Hart-Davis, 16s. 1956. 21 cm. 252 pages. 
6 illustrations. Map. 

Soon after World War II had ended Captain Ainslie was asked to tow four mine- 
sweepers nearly 10,000 miles across the Pacific from Panama to Manila, with gear 
which was all too flimsy. It was not long before things went wrong, and as a record 
of shattering accidents followed by an enormous air search organised by the U.S. 
Navy and an ending far happier than could at one time have been hoped for, his book 
deserves high commendation. It is written with the humorous zest which enabled him 
to survive every misfortune. (910-4) 


GEOGRAPHICAL ESSAYS ON BRITISH TROPICAL LANDS. 
Edited by R. W. Steel and C. A. Fisher. George Philip, 35s. 1956. 22 cm. 354 pages. 
2 photographs. Diagrams. 47 maps. Bibliography. 
This volume brings together the work of eight geographers on varied subjects in the 
field of first-hand geographical research and study. The result, to some extent, lacks 
unity, since the selection of areas treated is somewhat arbitrary, but there is much 
valuable material on specific subjects such as population, transport, and soil erosion 
in Nigeria; migration in the Sudan; trade in East Africa; land use in Jamaica; water 
supply in Ceylon; and the political significance of the geography of Malaya. Ample 
maps and tables add considerably to the value of the essays. (911) 


ARCHAEOLOGY and Its Problems. Sigfried J. de Lact. Translated from the 
French by Ruth Daniel. Phoenix House, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 136 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This useful handbook on archaeological techniques was written partly for the general 

public—to warn the enthusiastic amateur off a field which is now ‘for professionals 

only’; but it will be chiefly of interest to those who are embarking on archaeology 
as a career. It gives clear and well-illustrated summaries of methods of reconnaissance, 
excavation and dating. Excavation techniques such as the quadrant method, and dating 
techniques such as dendrochronology, are well diagrammed. Examples are taken 
mostly from Western European archacology, which slightly limits the usefulness of 
the work.

ENGLAND. Edited by L. Russell Muirhead. 6th edition. Benn, 37s.6d. 1957. 
16 cm. 706 pages. 74 maps and plans. Bibliography. Index. (The Blue Guides) 

The issue of a new edition of the Blue Guide to England, which was first produced 

on the Baedeker model by Findlay Muirhead in 1920, is something of an event, for 

this is more than a well-tried guide-book for tourists, it is a valuable book of reference 

for many other purposes. Durham and Rochester have been added to the splendid 

collection of Bartholomew town and cathedral plans. It should be borne in mind 








that a separate volume in the series is devoted to London, which is here given only 
eight pages.

PARIS. André George. Translated and adapted from the French by J. H. Denis and J. 

M. Denis. Nicholas Kaye, 35s. 1957. 23 cm. 248 pages. 202 photographs. Map. Index. 
A topographical guide agreeable to read and admirably edited. M. George covers the 
whole city with a detailed and reasonably accurate description of the character and 
monuments, the history and the legends of each quarter. The text is concerned with 
subjects of historical interest rather than matters such as the customs, restaurants, 
shops or amusements of Paris. The illustrations in heliogravure by a large number of 
photographers are outstanding in quality and extremely well chosen. (914-436)

Gaute. Harrap, 30s. 1957. 24 cm. 154 pages. 76 photographs. Map. 
The Atlantic island of Madeira, Portuguese-owned, consists almost entirely of savage 
volcanic mountains that attain a height of 6,000 feet. In spite of the paradisial climate, 
the wealth of tropical fruit and flowers, vegetables, and fish, the world-famed wines, 
and the thriving basket-making and embroidering industries, over-population has 
brought dire poverty to the island. This book contains a series of superb full-page 
photographs, for the most part well reproduced. The text, in a not inapposite flowery 
style, includes much information of value to the intending visitor, with due emphasis 
on the melancholy contrast between the luxurious hotels of Funchal and the grim 
struggle for existence outside the capital. (914-698) 


OUT OF BONDAGE—ISRAEL. Elizabeth Rivers. Peter Owen, 16s. 
19$7. 22 cm. 160 papers. Photographs. Drawings by the author. Index. 
An account of a short stay in Israel where the author, as artist, curious traveller and 
pilgrim, travelled from Tel-Aviv to Nazareth and then to Jerusalem, Old and New, 
by "bus, by lifts in cars and by rail, talking to and visiting the homes of Jews 
(European, Moroccan and Orthodox) and Arabs. She learnt much from her conver- 
sations and, deeply conscious of the Arab-Israel problem, presents it objectively. She 
skilfully describes the scene but more particularly the people. Her discussions on the 
different approach by Judaism and Christianity to ‘utilitarianism’ and ‘spiritual reality’ 
are absorbingly interesting. Her book should certainly stimulate thought. (915-694) 


EGYPT. Photographs by Roger Viollet. Text by Jean Doresse. Translated from 
the French by Elizabeth Cunningham. Thames & Hudson, 50s. 1957. 31 cm. 
42 pages of text. 185 photographs. Map. 

Viollet’s beautiful photographs include some scenic and human studies but are chiefly 

devoted to the Egypt of the Pharaohs, their monuments and temples; the detail of 

hieroglyphics and relief is shown with startling clarity and the photographs of the 
faces cut in stone are of a remarkable quality. M. Doresse supplies an essay on the 
kingdoms and art of ancient Egypt and his descriptive accompaniment to the pictures 
has caught the spirit of the artist. Those who know the sphinx, the pyramids and the 
temples will find them presented here with rare art. (916-2) 


THE PALACE AND THE JUNGLE. Nina Epton. Oldbourne Press, 16s. 
1956. 22 cm. 218 pages. 15 illustrations (3 in colour). 

The author recently visited Java to extend her studies in magic and mysticism and 

the degree to which primitive beliefs continue to exert an influence. She was also 

initiated into the intricate ceremonial of court life, and, at the other extreme of the 
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social scale, made contact with the Badui tribe, a remote sect hidden in the jungle 
of western Java. Her accounts of black magic, trance dances, jewels with magic 
powers and similar manifestations, set against the details of Java’s ‘intangible cultural 
property’ and contemporary ideas, allow a comprehensive view of the Javanese to be 
formed. Miss Epton recounts her experiences with unflagging enthusiasm in a simple, 
unaffected style. (919-22) 


NORTH ICE. The British North Greenland Expedition. C. J. W. Simpson. 
Hodder & Stoughton, 37s.6d. 1957. 23 cm. 384 pages. 57 photographs (8 in colour). 
Drawings by Ann Simpson. Maps. Index. 

This is the carefully documented official account of the British North Greenland 

Expedition of 1952-4, vividly told by its leader, Commander Simpson, and individual 

members of his team of geologists, glaciologists, meteorologists, seismologists, 

surveyors, etc., from whose diaries and reports he quotes at length. The hazardous 
operations whereby the main base in Dronning Louise Land and the ice sheet station 
north of the 78th parallel were supplied by air are described in considerable detail and 
the outstanding photographs reveal the beauty and cruelty of the land and the con- 
ditions with which the expedition contended with such courage, skill and good 
humour. The appendices describe and comment on the effectiveness of the design of 
the base huts, clothing and equipment, vehicles and trailers, the adequacy of the rations 
and the expedition’s experiences in the use of dogteams for sledging over glacier ice 
and snow. (919-82) 


THE CONQUEST OF THE ANTARCTIC. Norman Kemp. Wingate, 
16s. 1956. 22 cm. 160 pages. Illustrations. Map. 
Designed to help the layman to follow the progress of the expeditions which will 
operate in Antarctica in 1957/58, this book, with a backward glance at the highlights 
of earlier Antarctic exploration, describes in non-technical language the scientific aims, 
the preparations to date and the personalities of the two United Kingdom ventures 
(one led by Dr. Fuchs, the other sponsored by the Royal Society), the expeditions 
mounted by America, New Zealand and Australia and what little is known of the 
Soviet, Norwegian, Japanese and French intentions. Excellent photographs set the 
stage for a great adventure. (919°9) 


Biography 
WINGS OF FIRE. A Biography of Gabriele D’Annunzio and Eleonora 
Duse. Frances Winwar. Redman, 25s. 1957. 21-5 cm. 384 pages. Illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 
Both Miss Winwar’s subjects moved for much of their lives in an atmosphere of 
legend, and, if her details are not impeccable, her biography, despite its romantic cast, 
often succeeds in replacing fantasy with fact. The career of Duse, a truly dedicated 
artist, offers decidedly the more inspiring theme. D’ Annunzio’s story, not least in his 
association with the great actress, is a lurid one which time has hardly made more 
attractive. Miss Winwar’s judgment still seems somewhat swayed by the spell of his 
writings, but she has brought to light some neglected and redeeming facts from 
D’Annunzio’s wartime service and the long twilight period at Gardone. (92) 


BADEN-POWELL. A Biography of Lord Baden-Powell of Gilwell. 
E. E. Reynolds. 2nd edition. Oxford University Press, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 278 pages. 
19 photographs. Drawings and Mafeking plan by Baden-Powell. 2 maps by the 
author. Bibliography. Index. 


The centenary of the birth of Lord Baden-Powell (1857-1941), founder and inspirer 
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of the Boy Scout Movement, falls this year. In celebration, Mr. Reynolds, who knew 
Lord Baden-Powell well, and who has spent his life in the service of Scouting, has 
supplied an amplified version of the official biography, which first made its appearance 
in 1942, a year after Lord Baden-Powell’s death. Soldier, administrator, amateur 
artist and actor, Baden-Powell’s career was crowded with incident and event. The 
practical ideas by which his movement was inspired continue to have world-wide 
application. (92) 


THE BROWNING LOVE-STORY. Dallas Kenmare. Peter Owen, 215, 
19$7. 22 cm. 200 pages. ¢ illustrations. Index. 
In January 1845 Browning first wrote to Elizabeth Barrett (before he had met her) 
to praise her new book of poems. All that followed, culminating in their marriage 
and elopement twenty months later, is by now well-known history and was revealed 
in the Browning-Barrett correspondence published in 1899. This is, however, 
extremely voluminous and Miss Kenmare now retells the story by means of a 
sequence of drastically cut extracts linked by a commentary. Some readers will find 
the latter heavy-handed at times, but it has the merit of presenting this famous 
courtship in a short and easily intelligible outline. (92) 


MARGARET THE FIRST. A Biography of Margaret Cavendish, Duchess 
of Newcastle, 1623-1673. Douglas Grant. Hart-Davis, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 254 pages. 
8 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
“All I desire is fame’ wrote the Duchess of Newcastle, and although she was not the 
most gifted of the women writers of 17th century England she was in her lifetime 
probably the best known. Mr. Grant is wise to pass lightly over her plays, novels 
and philosophical studies and to concentrate attention on her Sociable Letters and the 
occasional charming fancies of her poetry. But it is her character and history which 
are more likely to appeal to posterity than her writings. Without probing these very 
deeply, this biography offers an entertaining portrait of an exceptional personality 
set against the background of the English Civil War. (92) 


THE TWAIN HAVE MET or An Eastern Prince Came West. His Royal 
Highness Prince Chula Chakrabongse of Thailand. Foulis, 25s. 1956. 22 cm. 
312 pages. Illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 

Showing, as this title indicates, that Kipling was wrong when he prophesied ‘East 

is East and West is West and never the twain shall meet’, His Royal Highness, who 

has already had seven books in English published, tells of his ancestors, his country 
today, his experiences as a schoolboy at Harrow and an undergraduate at Cambridge, 
his adventures in motor racing, his luxurious travels around the world, his contacts 
with royalty and rulers, and his participation in grand ceremony; and shows how 
well the twain have met in his marriage with Elisabeth Hunter, now Princess Chula. 
The Prince writes pleasantly, easily and to the high credit of his country, as well as of 
the country where he received his education. (92) 


THE CAPTAIN’S CLERK. J. B. Hedderwick. Hutchinson, 21s. 1957. 
22 cm. 252 pages. 8 illustrations. Index. 

The author’s great-grandfather retired from the Admiralty in 1860, and spent the 

last eight years of his life writing his reminiscences. The style was dull, but the matter 

was interesting, for Thomas Collings saw a side of life which has not often been 

recorded. Physical deficiencies prevented him from serving as a sailor, but his 

accounts of voyages as a captain’s clerk, his glimpses of famous characters such as 
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Lord Cochrane, and above all his full picture of a line in which he did well (he rose 
high in the Admiralty), make this a useful addition to the minor literature of maritime 
administration. Mr. Hedderwick has made a skilful digest of family material. (92) 


TWO WORLDS. An Edinburgh Jewish Childhood. David Daiches. 
Macmillan, 15s. 1957. 22 cm. 18 pages. 
Dr. Daiches, well known as a literary critic, describes here the two powerful and 
potentially conflicting influences of his childhood. His father was Rabbi of Edinburgh 
and spiritual leader of the Jewish community of Scotland. He desired that his co- 
religionists should contribute constructively to Scottish national life without losing 
their own traditions and he gave his sons a normal Scottish education. This was not 
easy since the Jewish Sabbath imposed, for example, an almost complete absence 
from organised games. The book gives an unusual and moving picture of a strongly- 
knit family growing up successfully under conditions which tested their loyalty and 
adaptability. (92) 


THE MERCHANT OF PRATO: Francesco di Marco Datini. Iris Origo. 
Cape, 358. 1957. 22 cm. 380 pages. 26 illustrations (4 in colour). Bibliography. 
Index. 

This fascinating book could never have been written but for an amazing stroke of 

luck. A prosperous 14th century Italian merchant, Francesco Datini, ordered that all 

his private and business papers should be preserved in his house at Prato. They 
remained there until 1870, when a collection of some 150,000 letters, more than 

500 ledgers and account books, partnership deeds, insurance policies, etc., were found 

in sacks under the stairs. Italian scholars have made good use of this material to throw 

light on Italian commercial practice in the Middle Ages. Now the Marchesa Origo 
has used the private papers, especially the bulky correspondence between the merchant 
and his wife and friends, to give a brilliant picture of the private lives of this merchant 
class. Scholarly, and yet a delight to read, this is a real contribution to medieval social 
history. (92) 


MEMOIRS OF A BOW STREET RUNNER. Henry Goddard. 
Introduction by Patrick Pringle. Museum Press, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 254 pages. 
Frontispiece. 

The Bow Street Runners were Britain’s first police-detectives. Founded in 1749, 

they were disbanded in 1839 when the modern Police Force took over. This is the 

only genuine autobiography of a Bow Street Runner known to exist. Besides being 

a valuable document in police history, it will delight all readers of detective stories. 

Without the aid of finger-print systems or even, for most of his career, of a compre- 

hensive railway service, Goddard managed to get his man with almost uncanny 

skill; even though it took him as far afield as Wisconsin or Melbourne. After he 
ceased to be a Runner, Goddard continued as a private detective until 1864 at least. 

The Memoirs, hitherto unpublished, were written 1875-79. (92) 


GOGOL. A Life. David Magarshack. Faber, 36s. 1957. 22 cm. 330 pages. 
24 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 

Mr. Magarshack’s life of Gogol attempts to indicate his unique place in Russian 

literature and to reveal the tragedy of his life. After relating his rise from provincial 

obscurity to national fame and dwelling upon the paradox that the writings of so 

mystical a reactionary should have undermined popular respect for the Tsarist system, 

Mr. Magarshack describes Gogol’s last ten barren years, when financial worry, latent 








sexual abnormality and religious mania drove him to a prolonged nervous collapse. 
The account of how he burned the sequel to Dead Souls and died in agony forms the 
climax of an admirable biography which will add to its author’s reputation as an 
interpreter of Russian literature. (92) 


SIR RICHARD GREGORY: His Life and Work. W. H. G. Armytage. 
Macmillan, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 252 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

With this book the publishers honour the memory of one who joined the staff of 
their world-renowned journal Nature in 1893 and was its editor from 1919 to 1938. 
Sir Richard Gregory was a great educationist, scientist and writer. His rise to fame 
and his efforts during a long life—from 1864 to 1952—to deploy the forces of science 
in the cause of human advancement are traced partly in narrative form and partly 
through extracts from personal correspondence between Gregory and some of his 
distinguished friends, one of the closest of whom was H. G. Wells. The author of 
this entertaining biography is Professor of Education in the University of Sheffield.

Author of twenty-four plays and musical comedies (practically every one a success 
in England and America), his craftsmanship compared with Sheridan’s and Con- 
greve's, as successful socially as he was as an author, famed for his wit and repartee, 
Frederick Lonsdale became a legend in the nineteen-twenties and early thirties—his 
most prolific period. His daughter has here drawn an interesting and convincing 
portrait of this brilliant, lovable, unpredictable celebrity and his social and theatrical 
background. The book will appeal to the specialist in theatrical affairs, as a period 
picture, and to the general reader. (92) 


THE BIRTH OF ROWLAND. An Exchange of Letters in 1865 between 
Robert Lytton and his Wife. Edited by their daughter, Lady Emily Lutyens. 
Hart-Davis, 25s. 1956. 22 cm. 248 pages. 8 plates. Index. 

When Robert Lytton, son of Bulwer-Lytton and future Viceroy of India, was acting 

as Chargé d’ Affaires at the British Legation, Lisbon, in 1865, his young wife returned 

to England for the birth of their first child. During their four months’ separation, the 
married lovers daily exchanged long letters, a selection of which is here published for 
the first time. The correspondence, which is concerned with the little events of 
everyday life, has retained its original freshness and charm and throws interesting 
sidelights on Robert’s unhappy father, on the poet Wilfrid Blunt, on Dickens’s visit 
to Knebworth, the Lytton family’s home, and on contemporary Portugal. _—_(92) 


MARIE ANTOINETTE. André Castelot. Translated from the French by 
Denise Folliot. Vallentine Mitchell, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 440 pages. Decorations by 
T. J. Widdaker. Bibliography. 

It is not easy to present Marie Antoinette as the central figure of a drama in which 

she often played a passive role. M. Castelot achieves it by describing her personal 

environment in great detail and distancing some of the political history of her reign. 

He stresses the neglected warnings repeatedly offered her by the Austrian ambassador, 

but in general his portrait is intensely sympathetic and presents the pathos rather than 

the glamour of the Qucen’s situation. The author has discovered a number of new 
and interesting details hitherto unrelated, but such a book should not be without an 

index and a systematic bibliography. (92) 
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MY MEMORIES OF SIX REIGNS. Her Highness Princess Maric 
Louise. Evans Bros., 30s. 1956. 23 cm. 328 pages. Illustrations. Index. 
Informally, and with great charm, the late Princess Marie Louise (a grand-daughter 
of Queen Victoria) recalls the salient memories of a very long and full life—the days 
of her youth; the strange and unhappy story of her German marriage; her friends in 
all walks of life, especially in the musical world; her extensive travels; the many and 
various good causes which she served with tireless devotion; the members of the 
Royal Family, particularly her contemporaries King George V and Queen Mary; 
strange psychical experiences; and the daily life of Royal Palaces and stately homes. 
She gives her readers intimate glimpses of certain personages—notably Queen 
Victoria and Kaiser Wilhelm II—from unusual angles. A gentle, pleasant book. (92) 


THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF KWAME NKRUMAH. Nelson, 21s. 
1957. 22°5 cm. 326 pages. 61 photographs. 2 maps. Index. 
Dr. Nkrumah was born in 1909 and educated in Africa, the United States and 
England. After his return to the Gold Coast he formed the Convention People’s 
Party and after a term of imprisonment for political agitation became first Prime 
Minister of the Gold Coast. His autobiography was published simultaneously with 
the attainment of independence by his country under the name of Ghana. This 
interesting book is primarily concerned with his political activities in the Gold Coast 
during the last ten years and is valuable as an account of a very significant and 
controversial time by one of the leading participants. The reader should, of course, 
bear in mind the author’s comment ‘I have always regarded colonialism as the policy 
by which a foreign power binds territories to herself by political ties with the 
primary object of promoting her own economic advantage’ when considering it as 
objective history. (92) 


ROSMINI: Priest, Philosopher and Patriot. Claude Leetham. Introduction 
by Giuseppe Bozzetti. Longmans, 42s. 1957. 22 cm. $32 pages. 2 illustrations. Map. 
Bibliography. Index. 

Little has been written in English about Antonio Rosmini, and this full biography 

by Father Leetham, who is himself a Rosminian and Headmaster of Ratcliffe College, 

is welcome. Rosmini (1797-1855) was a man of the highest spiritual and intellectual 
gifts, living at a critical time in the history of Italy and the Church he served. He 

founded the Institute of Unity, was an ardent educationist, a director of souls, a 

philosopher, and a man of action. Some readers will be most interested in the part 

Rosmini played in the Risorgimento, others in his philosophy and in the painful 

episodes which relate to the doubts thrown on his own orthodoxy. Others may just 

be drawn to the obvious holiness of the man himself. (92) 


LIFE OF ROSSINI. Stendhal. Translated from the French by Richard 
N. Coe. Calder, 30s. 1956. 22 cm. $46 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. 
Indexes. 

Although not to be judged by modern standards of biography, this is a fascinating 

book, which well deserved translating, for Stendhal was a critic of life and manners 

as well as of music. He carried his study of Rossini only as far as 1823, and was 
concerned to describe the dramatic situations in each opera rather than to analyse the 
music. But Stendal’s verbal sketches of the great singers of his day, and his comparison 
of Rossini with other composers, and remarks on the conditions of operatic produc- 
tion, combine to make a book that is bound to appeal to any lover of opera with a 








feeling for the past. The translator is Lecturer in French in Leeds University and is to 
be congratulated on producing a most readable if sometimes rather free version of 
Stendhal’s difficult French. The indexes and supplementary notes are excellent. (92) 


THE SANGER STORY. Being George Sanger Coleman’s story of his 
life with his grandfather, ‘Lord’ George Sanger. John Lukens. Hodder & Stoughton, 
16s. 1956. 21 cm. 256 pages. Frontispiece. Index. 

Mr. Coleman, grandson of one of the greatest circus showmen of all time, was 

himself a first-rate performer. Rider, acrobat, business manager, there were few 

sides of circus life—British Continental and American—he did not learn the hard 
way. His own last appearance was in the 1930's. His story, which includes an entirely 
new version of how ‘Lord’ George Sanger died, is one of the best which has ever 
come out of the ring. Not the least interesting account is that of the original circus- 
minded Sanger, who actually fought with Nelson at Trafalgar before he took to the 
road. (92) 


TRAGIC MUSE. The Life and Works of Robert Schumann. Percy M. Young. 
Hutchinson, 21s. 1957. 22 cm. 256 pages. 12 illustrations. Bibliography. Index. 
The indefatigable Dr. Young has written a very readable (and reasonably priced) 
book as a tribute to a great composer who was born in 1856. As his title suggests, he 
views Schumann’s life and art as a whole in the light of his complex personality which 
lies at the root of its strength and weakness. With the aid of copious, well-chosen 
examples, he shows how musical technique advanced and deepened with Schumann’s 
experience of life. The chapter on the decline of creative power and the onset of 
insanity is movingly written. (92) 


WILLIAM WETMORE STORY AND HIS FRIENDS. From 
Letters, Diaries and Recollections. Henry James. In two volumes (combined). 
Thames & Hudson, 35s. 1957. 21 cm. 378: 346 pages. Index. 

The subject of this biography provides in some respects a key to Henry James’s own 

life and interests. The son of a brilliant member of the U.S. Supreme Court, Story 

early abandoned the law for art and settled in Rome to practise sculpture. He had a 

great gift for friendship and his house became a European institution for Americans 

with liberal interests; there, as a young man, James met many English and Continental 
writers. The biography is written in James’s mature and most elaborate manner; it is 

a rich piece of characterisation remarkable also for his own reminiscences of late 19th 

century Rome. (92) 


NO EXCUSES. Sheila Van Damm. Putnam, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 238 pages. 
17 photographs. 
Miss Van Damm, as one of the world’s outstanding women drivers, needs no intro- 
duction to any reader interested in motor sport. She describes her experiences in a 
host of competitions with a humour that never allows interest to flag. The book is 
lightly written, but it none the less conveys a vivid impression of the strain, excitement 
and dangers of top-flight rally work. Miss Van Damm also writes of her ‘other life’, 
spent in the Windmill, one of London’s best known variety theatres and very largely 
her father’s creation. This is a captivating book for the sporting motorist, and is 
likely to appeal to a wide circle of non-motorists as well. (92) 


FRIENDSHIP’S HARVEST. Violet Markham. Reinhardt, 25s. 1956. 22 cm. 
238 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. 
Miss Markham, long active in public service, gives here a dozen biographical sketches 
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of people of diverse types: Gracious Ladies—Countess Rose Raczynska and Mrs. 
Herbert Paul; Servants of the State—Mackenzie King and Sir Robert Morant; 
Women of Faith and Action—Mary Macarthur and Hilda Cashmore; Scholars— 
Cecil Torr and Sir Ernest Budge; the Haldanes of Cloan; the many-gifted Lord 
Tweedsmuir; and her own brother—Sir Arthur Markham. All were her friends and 
some her colleagues in various fields of work. She brings them vividly to life and, in 
doing so, throws many sidelights on the public affairs and social history of more than 
half a century. A book full of varied interest. (920)

TWO SMALL SHIPS. Donald Forbes. Hutchinson, 16s. 1957. 22 cm. 
208 pages. 10 photographs. Index. 

The ‘small ships’ of the title were destroyers in which the author served for most of 

World War Il. He writes in the quiet tones of the professional naval officer of the 

operations in Norway, off Dakar, in the Mediterranean, and on convoy duty in the 

Atlantic. This was the war as seen by the main fleet, trained to perfection and un- 

daunted by any hazard of the enemy or the sea itself. (940-545) 


COCKLESHELL HEROES. C. E. Lucas Phillips with the co-operation of 
Lieut-Colonel H. G. Hasler. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 256 pages. 
18 photographs. Drawings. Maps. 

First published in 1956, this is a well-told story of the penetration of the estuary of 

the Gironde by a party of marines in canoes, led by Lt. Col. Hasler. The object, 

which was achieved with very heavy loss to the small force engaged, was to damage 

Axis shipping at Bordeaux, which in 1942 was blockade-running to the Far East. 

The exploit called for the highest resource and courage, and was one of the most 

exciting of World War II. (940-545) 


THE WAR AT SEA 1939-1945. Vol. II. The Period of Balance. S. W. 
Roskill. H.M. Stationery Office, 42s. 1957. 25 cm. $40 pages. Numerous illustrations. 
42 maps. Index. (History of the Second World War: United Kingdom Military Series) 

Captain Roskill, whose official history of World War II at sea has now reached what 

he conceives to be the end of the period of balance (with the Allies, in May 1943, 

already starting to go over to the offensive), is writing a critical work. His view is of 

the struggle ‘as a whole, and from a two-service angle’, so that the great part which 

Coastal Command played is justly included. Thus far, the author has sustained his 

narrative brilliantly, and his forthright verdict on events helps the reader to gauge 

their importance. “Only rarely’, he says, ‘but always when he is most needed, does 

Britain find a leader of Cunningham’s great qualities.’ The struggles in Cunningham’s 

Middle Sea, in the dreaded Arctic, the Atlantic, home waters and in the far Pacific 

are all seen in focus, and there is always awareness of how hardly each success was 


gained. (940-545) 


HIMALAYA SHUTTLECOCK. Hans Kopp. Translated from the German 

by H. C. Stevens. Hutchinson, 18s. 1957. 22 cm. 192 pages. 22 photographs. Map. 
A notable record of enterprise, toughness and determination. The German author 
was one of the persistent escapers from the prisoner of war camp at Dehra Dun, and 
only ill luck prevented him from reaching freedom. On one occasion, disguised as 
a Swiss missionary, he got as far as Delhi, to be denounced by an acquaintance: on 
his last journey, believing that Nepal was neutral, he arrived at Katmandu, whence 
he was returned to captivity. This story of six crossings of the Himalaya, of the 
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hardships endured, and of life with Tibetans and Nepalese, told straightforwardly 
with a dry humour, makes good, satisfying reading. (940547) 


ARTIST AT WAR. Charles Fraser Comfort. Ryerson Press (Toronto, Canada), 
$4.95. 1956. 22 cm. 206 pages. Coloured frontispiece. 12 plates. 
The author, one of Canada’s outstanding artists and vice-president of the Royal 
Canadian Academy, relates here his experiences during one phase of the Second 
World War. Trained for combat, he served as an official war artist in Italy, recording 
visually the roles of officers and men of the 1st Canadian Infantry Division during 
the 1943-44 campaign. Such an assignment afforded him chances to observe much 
action and many interesting facets of Italian life. His writing parallels his pictures in 
quality, and, with an eye trained for detail, he has spared no effort to describe all the 
small human happenings of daily life. Thus the book is a personal war diary with 
events recorded as they occurred. (940-548) 


THE DESERT MY DWELLING PLACE. David Lloyd Owen. Cassell, 
18s. 1957. 22 cm. 272 pages. Illustrations. Map. Index. 
This is another personal story—and a good one—about the Long Range Desert 
Group, a unit of hand-picked volunteers which operated behind the enemy lines 
in the Western Desert during World War IL. The author’s service in the Group 
ranged from patrol leader to commanding officer, but he limits this thrilling account 
to his earlier days when he led patrol Y2 over countless miles of uncharted desert. 
Deep behind Rommel’s position the patrol sought information, attacked petrol 
dumps, aerodromes, convoys, and generally harassed the enemy. An exciting and 
well-written book, it is commended to all who enjoy true tales of adventure, courage 
and endurance. (940-548) 


FLAME THROWER. Andrew Wilson. Kimber, 18s. 1956. 22 cm. 202 pages. 
21 photographs. Maps. 


This is the personal story, written in third person, of a young British officer who 
commanded a flame-thrower unit from Normandy to Arnhem during World War IL. 
It is the first account to describe in detail the actions of tanks that discharged liquid 
fire pumped from towed armoured trailers. Their special task was to destroy strong 
points which could not be dealt with quickly by infantry, and there was little the 
defenders could do against this new and terrifying weapon. It is a well written and 
vivid story about an unusual aspect of land warfare. (940-548)

THE EAST EUROPEAN REVOLUTION. Hugh  Seton-Watson. 
3rd edition, revised. Methuen, 27s.6d. 1957. 22 cm. 456 pages. 2 maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This latest edition of Professor Seton-Watson’s book, the standard British authority 

on its subject, brings his survey of East European affairs down to the end of 1955. 

It includes a new chapter, entitled “After Stalin’, which examines the ‘New Course’ 

taken by Soviet foreign policy and reflected in the governments of the Popular 

Democracies. It also considers the social and economic consequences of that change, 

the internal evolution of Yugoslavia and Greece, and the development of Yugoslav 

external policy. It ends with a shrewd analysis of Russia’s attitude towards the 

German problem and of the alternatives open to Germany herself. (940°55)

LIVERPOOL. George Chandler. Batsford, 35s. 1957. 23 cm. $16 pages. 
313 illustrations (22 in colour). Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Batsford’s Cities Series) 
This important and sumptuously produced volume, by the City Librarian, is 
sponsored by the Liverpool City Council in celebration of the 750th anniversary 
of the city’s first charter. Based largely on extracts from the civic records, it is a 
municipal and social history of Liverpool, dealing only incidentally with its present 
aspect and activities. Chapters are devoted to the castle and other vanished buildings, 
the lords of the manor, the mayors and eminent burgesses, the great seaport, 
industries, the care of the sick and the poor, cultural life and pastimes. The subjects 
of the illustrations range from buildings, civic regalia and portraits to documents, 
old maps and famous ships. The book will appeal primarily to Liverpudlians but also 
to students of civic history. It is not light reading and is not intended as a visitor's 
guide to modern Liverpool. (942) 


ENGLISH HISTORICAL SCHOLARSHIP IN THE SIXTEENTH 
AND SEVENTEENTH CENTURIES. Edited by Levi Fox. Oxford 
University Press for the Dugdale Society, 21s. 1956. 25 cm. 164 pages. 2 illustrations. 
Bibliography. Index. 

This is essentially a book for historical specialists, particularly those interested in the 

development of their craft. It grew out of a conference arranged by the Dugdale 

Society to commemorate the tercentenary of the publication of Antiquities of 

Warwickshire by Sir William Dugdale, in whose honour the Society was founded to 

promote study of the history of the county. The papers are all concerned with 

aspects of 16th and 17th century scholarship. They are a reminder of the heroic age 
of English antiquarian studies, well worth the permanent form given them in this 

well-produced book. (942) 


AWARDS OF HONOUR. Arthur Jocelyn. Black, 147s. 1956. 32 cm. 
296 pages. Illustrations (20 in colour). Index. 
In this comprehensive reference work the orders, decorations and medals bestowed 
in Great Britain and all parts of the British Commonwealth from the reign of 
Edward III (1328-77) to that of the present Queen are systematically described, with 
a vast amount of additional matter concerning their historical development. Each 
award is separately dealt with and details are given of insignia, mottoes, colours of 
ribands, mode of wearing, etc. An important feature is that for the first time full 
details are given of the coveted medals awarded by the Royal Society and other 
institutions which form a separate group from the national awards conferred by the 
sovereign. The fine colour plates are almost entirely confined to reproductions of 
ribands, of which the author has made a special study and collection. (942) 


ELIZABETH I AND HER PARLIAMENTS, 1584-1601. J. E. Neale. 
Cape, 30s. 1957. 22 cm. 452 pages. 8 illustrations. Index. 
With this volume Professor Neale completes the important survey he began in 
The Elizabethan House of Commons (1949). There is little need to do more than say 
that the high praise which greeted the first volume can be given with equal sincerity 
to its successor. The same high standards of scholarship, clarity of narrative, and the 
discovery of fresh material are evident, with the result that Elizabethan history has 
again been enriched with fresh interpretations. No one interested in the reign of the 
great Queen can consider his impressions up to date without viewing it again through 
the pages of this book. (942-055) 
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THE ELIZABETHANS. Introduced by Allardyce Nicoll. Cambridge 
University Press, 25s. 1957. 25 cm. 182 pages. 154 illustrations. 
Professor Nicoll has given the Elizabethans a fresh opportunity to speak for them- 
selves in this attractive book, which is as much an anthology ommeall 
pictures as of contemporary writings. They are grouped in sections, with a brief 
editorial introduction to each, and they cover, rather briefly, all the main aspects of 
life in 16th century England. There are many portraits, familiar or unfamiliar, some 
pictures of places, interiors, weapons, silverware and so forth, and a few maps. The 
passages from Elizabethan writers, numerous and varied, have been modernised and 
in some cases abridged. For the ‘general reader’ or the young student this provides 
a very interesting survey. (942-055) 


GRANDFATHER’S LONDON. O. J. Morris. Introduction by John 
Pudney. Putnam, 21s. 1956. 24 cm. 128 pages. 54 photographs. 8 drawings. 
How ragged, dirty and under-fed were the poor of Grandfather’s London! That is 
the first impression made by this collection of antique photographs, taken, mainly in 
Greenwich, between 1884 and 1887. They present a portrait gallery of the men and 
women who worked in the streets and railway stations: pie-man, knife-grinder, 
cat’s meat man and the like, with such legendary figures as the crossing-sweeper, 
and hansom cabs, horse-buses and tall-funnelled locomotives to vary the scene. We 
glimpse here a life which is already historic, remote, and the descriptive notes on the 
photographs help to fill in the picture. (942°1)

SOVIET AFFAIRS. Number One. Chatto & Windus, 12s.6d. 1956. 21 cm. 
154 pages. Stiff paper covers. (St. Antony's Papers, No. 1) 

The first of a series of essays to be published periodically by St. Antony’s College, 
Oxford, which specialises mainly in modern history and international affairs. The 
authors are British or foreign experts. The present volume contains: The Cheka 
(E. J. Scott); Siberian Partisans in the Civil War (David Footman); Economics in 
the U.S.S.R. (Alec Nove); The Ideological Functionary (Wolfgang Leonhard); 
The Russians and the East German Party (George Sherman); New Trends in Soviet 
Policy towards Islam (Geoffrey Wheeler); In a Soviet Isolator (W. Claudius).

THE BYZANTINE WORLD. J. M. Hussey. Hutchinson, 10s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 192 pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Hutchinson's University Library) 
BYZANTIUM: ITS TRIUMPHS AND TRAGEDY. René Guerdan. 
Translated from the French by D. L. B. Hartley. Allen & Unwin, 25s. 1957, 
22 cm. 228 pages. Numerous illustrations. Index. 
Each of these books, in its own way, represents an attempt to present the essence of 
the civilisation of the East Roman Empire for the benefit of those making acquaintance 
with it for the first time. They do it differently. The first, an impeccable piece of 
scholarship, provides serious students with a systematic account of the main features 
of that great civilisation, assuring him that here is a reliable guide to the difficult 
problems and bewildering literature to which scholars from all countries have 
contributed. The other is a typically French essay in popularisation. First published as 
Vie, grandeurs et miséres de Byzance (1954), it is an impressionistic study, taking little 
account of systematic narrative, and burdening the reader with few dates, and it 
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gives little information about books necessary for a serious study of the subject. 
Readers seeking a slight acquaintance with a fascinating subject will find the second 
the easier reading, but serious students will find the former a more helpful guide.

THE FAR EAST IN THE MODERN WORLD. Franz H. Michael 
and George E. Taylor. Methuen, 50s. 1957. 24 cm. 736 pages. Maps. Bibliography. 
Index. 
This provides a general course of instruction on China and its dependencies, on 
Korea, Japan, the countries of South-East Asia, and Russia in Asia; on the geo- 
graphical, historical, economic, religious and cultural background of these lands; 
on their development and contacts with Western Europe, Russia and America, and 
the political events they have witnessed, during the last century and a half. The 
authors, who acknowledge the considerable assistance of the Far Eastern and Russian 
Institutes of the University of Washington, take the American Revolution as the 
starting point of modern Far Eastern history, and end with a section on American 
Far Eastern Policy. Allowance being made for the American ‘slant’, which is itself 
interesting, the book remains a valuable survey of a vast field. (950) 


South Africa 
BADEN-POWELL AT MAFEKING. Duncan Grinnell-Milne. Bodley 
Head, 25s. 1957. 22 cm. 224 pages. 19 illustrations. Maps. Index. 
It is appropriate that such a book as this should be published in the year which marks 
the centenary of Lord Baden-Powell’s birth. The successful defence of mp 
against heavy odds, under the leadership of Baden-Powell, gave him the final touc 
of experience, inspiration and publicity that prepared the way for his founding the 
Boy Scout movement, which has been growing ever since, based on ideals of 
character and good citizenship. This book is a graphic and authentic account of the 
siege, and presents a clear picture of Baden-Powell’s courage, physical fitness, energy 
and wisdom, qualities which brought him the titles of “Impeesa” and Chief Scout.

Mexico 
THE CONQUEST OF MEXICO. W. H. Prescott. Introduction by 
Thomas Seccombe. Reprint. 2 vols. Dent, 10s.6d. each. 1957. 18°5 cm. 424: 448 
pages. Maps. Bibliography. Index. (Everyman’s Library) 
First published in 1843, The Conquest of Mexico is generally acknowledged to be 
Prescott’s literary masterpiece. He groups his material—beginning with a survey of 
Aztec civilisation, reaching its climax in the narrative of the conquest and concluding 
with the later life and character of Cortes—in such a way as to produce a highly 
dramatic work of art. Archaeology has inevitably superseded some of his early 
chapters, but his account of Cortes’ military operations and dealings with Montezuma 
have never been surpassed for vigorous description. There is a useful bibliography of 
Prescott’s work, but the map is less than adequate. (972) 


FICTION 
General 
THE SPIDER’S HOUSE. Paul Bowles. Macdonald, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 384 pages. 
Mr. Bowles has in earlier books shown a particular mastery of the North African 
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scene. This novel, which describes a nationalist outbreak in Fez, is avowedly more 
sympathetic to the Arab standpoint than to the French. Its central characters are an 
American writer, deeply sual to the Islamic world but unwilling to take sides, 
and an Arab boy, the son of a faith-healer. The latter, if developed at somewhat 
excessive length, is a remarkable creation, in whose character the author illuminates 


those qualities which have latterly baffled the European. 


THE FALL. Albert Camus. Translated from the French by Justin O’Brien, 
Hamish Hamilton, 10s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 110 pages. 

This little monologue, which is admirably translated, provides further evidence of 
the outstanding talent of Albert Camus. It unfolds the story of a French barrister who, 
pursued by an uneasy conscience and sinking into semi-degradation, ekes out a living 
as a kind of ‘poor man’s lawyer’ in Amsterdam. The book is remarkable for its almost 
surgical analysis of human motive, though, like Gide’s L’Immoraliste, it leaves the 
reader with a sense of having heard merely the case for the prosecution. One day we 
hope that the author of La Peste will state both cases and sum up. Meanwhile, apart 
from its analysis, this disturbing document evokes the climate of Holland as vividly 
as La Peste did that of Algeria. 


THE STONE LILY. Hester W. Chapman. Cape, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 320 
pages. 

The Sicilian revolution of 1848 in which the islanders first liberated themselves from 
the Kingdom of Naples (before the Garibaldean campaign) is the setting for this 
romantic historical novel. Its hero is a young American on his travels who falls in 
love with the young wife of an elderly Sicilian landowner, himself on the revolution- 
ary side. The story is not entirely free from anachronisms, but the suspense is skilfully 
sustained and there are vivid pictures of the uprising and street fighting in Palermo. 


JUSTINE. Lawrence Durrell. Faber, 15s. 1957. 21 cm. 254 pages. 


Mr. Durrell has already earned a reputation as a lyric poet and a writer of travel 
books that show great imaginative insight into the countries of the Mediterranean. 
The heroine of his title is the young, immensely attractive, sophisticated and un- 
balanced wife of a rich Levantine merchant in wartime Alexandria, and the book 
traces the course of her generous but destructive passions. It is, in the main, a many- 
sided portrait of a single personality, reflected by her admirers as by surrounding 
mirrors. The author does not pursue a consecutive narrative but presents characters 
and scenes through a series of brilliant impressions. Beautifully written throughout, 
Justine, apart from its human interest, achieves a wonderfully vivid evocation of 
Alexandria itself. A novel of rare literary quality. 


THE BRIDGE. Pamela Frankau. Heinemann, 16s. 1957. 20 cm. 206 pages. 


‘Neilson walked over the bridge.’ These opening words seem ordinary enough, but, 
unobtrusively, we are led to realise that the bridge is not of this world and that 
Neilson after death is to retraverse his life, meeting again moments of moral failure 
which his conscience compels him to relive. Episode by episode these moments pass 
by, vividly and tellingly described, with the real issues now plainly seen and admitted. 
The book spans the years from 1913 to the present day, the scene moving from 
England to France and to America, and the serious and powerful central theme gives 
it unity and force. 
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THE WINE OF ILLUSION. Ronald Fraser. Cape, 13s.6d. 1957. 19°5 cm. 
188 pages. 

This charming fantasy about a Chinese poet is not written by a sinologue but by a 
connoisseur of Chinese art who admits that his poet is not typical exclusively of China. 
Sir Ronald Fraser, a retired diplomat, a public servant, a traveller, and obviously a 
man with strong private inclinations towards poetry and meditation, depicts the 
T’ang poet Tu Fu as a retired official, torn between desires for public service and 
secluded freedom, risking his life by outspokenness, wandering in exile, fearless in 
adventure, savouring good wine, including the wine of illusion. The latter is the 
sensual imagery in which he delights as an artist but with which he must grow 
satiated to achieve meditative calm. 


THE MAN WHO CAME BACK. Michael Hastings. Macdonald, 13s.6d. 
1957. 20 cm. 224 pages. 

This is a story in two parts. The first concerns a small group of British servicemen 
caught on a Dodecanese island reoccupied by the Germans. Its senior officer is 
intelligent, but lacks the essential qualities of leadership and knows it. He and two 
others ultimately escape by different routes. The rest are captured. The second part 
is set in Malaya, where these three come together again in an extremely dangerous 
situation with a band of terrorists on their trail—a situation similar to that on the 
island and one that the then senior officer is still ill-equipped to face. This is an 
exciting story, neatly told, with ample action and well-balanced characterisation. 


STEPHEN HERO. Part of the first draft of A Portrait of the Artist as a 
Young Man. James Joyce. Edited with an Introduction by Theodore Spencer. 
Revised edition with additional material and a Foreword by John J. Slocum and 
Herbert Cahoon. Cape, 15s. 1956. 19°5 cm. 254 pages. 

First published in 1944, this part—nearly one-third—of an early draft of A Portrait 

of the Artist as a Young Man is now reinforced by a fragment of twenty-five pages 

and a foreword about them. The comparison with A Portrait is extremely interesting, 
since the draft, though quite differently worded, is recognisably similar in design, 
but Stephen Hero is a cruder, more adolescent personality, while the characters 
around him are given a richer individuality. The central theme of A Portrait is 

Stephen’s progress towards becoming an artist (Daedalus) and other characters are 

described through his eyes. Professor Spencer’s excellent introduction compares 

Joyce’s design in each version. 


THE HEROES OF CLONE. Margaret Kennedy. Macmillan, 15s. 1957. 
20 cm. 302 pages. 

A film is to be made about Dorothea Harding, an almost forgotten Victorian writer 
who is supposed to have had a sensational love affair. But while the script is being 
written reality comes to light, and we are shown Dorothea’s true character. The 
study of the effect of this revelation on the various people involved, notably on 
young Roy Collins from the script department, is the most important element in a 
book in which humour and seriousness are happily blended and which is written 
with the narrative skill we have come to associate with Miss Kennedy’s work. 


ABROAD: Travel Stories. Chosen, with a foreword, by Alan Ross. Faber, 
I§s. 1957. 21 cm. 288 pages. 


Mr. Ross, if not a short-story writer himself, is a travel-writer with a well-developed 
feeling for place and a strong sense of style, and these elements are dominant in his 
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selection. The stories range from Maupassant to the present day and all take place 
outside their authors’ natural environment. Some well-known names, such as 
Maugham and Hemingway, are purposely omitted as being universally available. 
Mr. Ross has made an enterprising and extremely enjoyable choice which includes 
unfamiliar stories by E. M. Forster and Graham Greene and such classics as Chekhov's 
Lady with a Dog and Bunin’s The Gentleman from San Francisco. 


THE COMFORTERS. Muriel Spark. Macmillan, 13s.6d. 1957. 20 cm. 240 pages. 
A light but decidedly original novel which explores the intersecting planes of 
religious conversion and mental delusion. Caroline Rose, a young novelist, finds her- 
self haunted by a chorus of spectral collaborators who announce her inmost thoughts 
before she has formulated them. The efforts of her fiancé, a radio commentator with 
a passion for detection, to solve this mystery implicate a number of comic and 
sinister characters from the bohemian fringe. If her treatment is entertaining rather 
than profound Miss Spark shows a distinct talent for comedy and an easy mastery 
of situation and dialogue. 


TO END THE STORM. Elizabeth Stucley. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1957. 
19 cm. 256 pages. 

Obviously inspired by Wuthering Heights, this absorbing novel has something of the 
same overpowering intensity. Ophelia is the eldest of a family of five children who, 
after the death of their mother, are allowed to run wild in a dilapidated house on the 
coast of North Cornwall. Ophelia’s emotional nature is as savage as the countryside 
in which she lives but, helped by a retired missionary, she makes an intelligent effort 
to control it. She succeeds in the end but has first to suffer an outrageous marriage. 
The description of life in a French finishing school is very well done. 


A DREAD OF BURNING. Rosemary Timperley. James Barrie, 12s.6d. 
1956. 19 cm. 176 pages. 

Heather Grey, aged thirteen, has spent a year in hospital recovering from a bad 
accident and is now a ‘problem’ child. Backed by a sympathetic headmistress, her 
form mistress sets out to win Heather’s confidence and get to the root of her trouble. 
She succeeds, but not before she has uncovered a particularly unpleasant crime. In 
this successor to The Listening Child, Rosemary Timperley has created an essay in 
applied psychology which has all the appeal and many of the characteristics of a 
detective story. The novel is well written and the school atmosphere is authentic. 


THE REST IS SILENCE. Erico Verissimo. Translated from the Portuguese 

by L. C. Kaplan. Arco, 15s. 1956. 22 cm. 494 pages. 
This sociological novel, by one of Brazil’s foremost writers, was first published in 
1942, which may account for the use of a technique long since made over-familiar 
by the cinema and outmoded. The scene is Porto Alegre in southern Brazil and the 
suicide of a young girl links together the lives of seven disparate witnesses, a retired 
civil servant, a bankrupt business man, a novelist, a former Parliamentary deputy, 
an unemployed printer, a newspaper boy and the wife of a musical conductor. 
Despite a certain similarity in their mental processes, the story of their adventures is 
well maintained. 


THE ABBE MOURET’S SIN. Emile Zola. Translated from the French by 
Alec Brown. Elek Books, 18s. 1957. 20 cm. 312 pages. 


The conflict between a priest’s vow of celibacy and his overpowering desire for a 
woman’s love is Zola’s theme here. His hero is the young and active vicar of a small 








town in Southern France, whose attraction for a young girl in his parish can only 
end in frustration and disaster for them both. The plot is simple, but the two central 
figures are seen as archetypal characters symbolising passions far greater than them- 
selves and Zola’s treatment of the subject is remarkably reminiscent of D. H. 
Lawrence. As so often, Zola employs the landscape, here of semi-tropical richness, to 
intensify the human drama.

JOSEPH ANDREWS. Henry Fielding. Introduction by George Saintsbury. 


Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1957. 18-5 cm. 314 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 
Like so many of the best English novels this is enjoyed largely for its characters, with 
the immortal Parson Adams foremost among them and Mrs. Slipslop, Mr. and Mrs. 
Tow-wouse and Joseph and his Fanny not too far behind. ‘For the first time in 
English prose fiction,’ says Saintsbury in his Introduction, ‘every character is alive, 
every incident capable of having happened.’ (This was the great novelist’s first novel, 
published in 1742.) The book is rich also in broad humour and lively succession of 
incidents, and it presents a graphic picture, partly satirical, of 18th century England. 


THE SCARLET LETTER. Nathaniel Hawthorne. New introduction by 
Roy Harvey Pearce. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1957. 18-5 cm. 332 pages. Bibliography. 
(Everyman’s Library) 

This tale of the stern Puritan society of Massachusetts at a time when adultery was 
punished as the most horrifying of sins is now recognised as Hawthorne’s finest 
novel. In late years it has been praised as one of the most mature and significant 
classics of the golden age of New England. This edition contains a new introduction 
by the Professor of English in Ohio University who places the book in the context of 
19th century American fiction.

RUFTY TUFTY GOES CAMPING. Ruth Ainsworth. Heinemann, 6s.6d. 
1956. 19 cm. 78 pages. Illustrations by Dorothy Craigie. 

A further instalment of the adventures of Rufty Tufty, the delightfully human golli- 
wog. Impatient, excitable, curious, experimental, like any child, Rufty Tufty is 
always getting into trouble and cleverly extricating himself again. He gets stuck in a 
sleeping bag, is frightened by a scarecrow and imprisoned by Mr. Shilling the shop- 
man, but escapes down a dressing-gown cord. These are lively, amusing stories, just 
the right length for bed-time reading to the very young. 


THE DOUBLING ROD. Ada Harrison. Bodley Head, 12s.6d. 1957. 
22 cm. 190 pages. Illustrations by Robert Austin. 

The father of the boy and girl in this story is a Professor of Archaeology, and the 
magical implement which he introduces into his family—a two-pronged wand of 
yew, which causes objects to double themselves—has to be treated with the respect 
with which magic was regarded in ancient times. It will not serve the children as a 
mere useful tool, for its efficacy depends upon the purity of the user’s intentions. It 
helps Jane to save a hunted rabbit, it helps the Professor to recover a stolen bronze 
figure; but when self-interest prompts its use the results are disastrous. An unusual 
and exciting story for boys and girls of 11-14. 
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ROOF-TOP WORLD. Erik Hutchinson. Faber, 8s.6d. 1956. 25 cm. 

32 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Alan Howard. 
An exciting and original little story about a sinister cat, Limping Ginger, who 
inveigles an army of starlings on to his hunting ground, the roof-top. The starlings 
are driven off the roof by Chubby the chimney pot and his friend, Algernon Cowling. 
The starlings’ Captain, lying exhausted on the roof, is saved from the cat by a little 
girl. A dramatic and realistic tale of bird and animal life on city roof-tops, this book 
with its brilliantly coloured and stylised illustrations should be a favourite with 
children of 5-7. 


THEODORE TURTLE. Ellen MacGregor. Faber, 9s.6d. 1956. 25 cm. 
32 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Paul Galdone. 
A delightful story about an absent-minded turtle, who keeps forgetting where he has 
put things. He finally nearly sets the house on fire, when, tired out with searching, 
e falls asleep while waiting for the kettle to boil. He is a comic, endearing character, 
who should become a great favourite with young children of 5-8. The amusing 
illustrations convey his vague, gentle disposition exactly. 


THE SIXPENCE THAT ROLLED AWAY. Louis MacNeice. Faber, 

10s.6d. 1956. 21-5 cm. 26 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by Edward Bawden. 
A deliciously original story by the poet, Louis MacNeice, about the Pound Note, 
Mr. McQuid, his wife, a Ten Shilling Note, and his three children, Dinah the half- 
crown, Bob the shilling, and the baby sixpence. The baby falls off the mantlepiece 
one day and is seized by a mouse. She is finally rescued by a bloodhound, an Indian 
Wise Man, and her brother and sister. This unusual story, told simply, but wittily, 
and most imaginatively illustrated by the well-known artist, Edward Bawden, 
should be irresistible to children of any age from five to ten. 


LOST IN THE BARRENS. Farley Mowat. Little, Brown (Toronto, 

Canada), $3.00. 1956. 21 cm. 244 pages. Illustrations. 
Jamie Macnair and Awasin Meewasin, a Woodland Cree Indian, lose themselves in 
the Barren Lands when out hunting with a band of Chipeweyan Eaters of the Deer. 
The discovery of an ancient burial place of the Vikings and their encounter with the 
vast herds of caribou are the highlights of this dramatically told story of the boys’ 
Crusoe-like struggle for survival through the cold Arctic winter. The contrast in 
the personalities of the two is well and naturally revealed in the action of the story. 
The grim bareness of the Canadian north, the lives of the Indians and Eskimos, and 
the strange migration of the deer, are skilfully and even impressively described. For 
older Boys and girls. 


THE NAMELESS BOAT. M. Pardoe. Hodder & Stoughton, tos.6d. 1957. 
19°5 cm. 192 pages. Illustrations by Leslie Atkinson. 

Mary Gray and Peter and John Barnard, already known to readers of the author’s 
other stories of adventure and sailing, are spending a ‘dry land’ holiday in a caravan 
in the Western Highlands. They encounter a young marine biologist, Norman Thorne, 
whose mysterious activities are of interest to a rich business man on the one hand and 
to a gang of criminals on the other. Since he lives with his sister on an island between 
Skye and the mainland, their involvement in his affairs lead them, after all, to spend 
a good deal of time in boats. An exciting story, with vivid background glimpses of 
Highland scenery and people, for children between 12 and 15. 
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THE FAIRY TALES OF CHARLES PERRAULT. Newly translated 
from the French with an introduction by Geoffrey Brereton. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
1957. 18 cm. 156 pages. Decorations. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

This famous collection was published in the reign of Louis XIV, more than a century 

before that of the brothers Grimm. It contains some of the most familiar stories in the 

European canon, such as Cinderella, The Sleeping Beauty, and Bluebeard, as well as 

three tales originally composed in verse and now rendered in prose. Perrault was a 

gifted compiler who, no doubt discovering the tales in a crude, oral form, clothed 

them in a plain but charming style and added important minor details. These virtues 
are matched in this translation by Mr. Brereton, who discusses the sources of the tales 
in his introduction. 


THE CHESTERFIELD GOLD. Roger Pilkington. Macmillan, 13s.6d. 1957. 
20 cm. 262 pages. Illustrations, including map, by Piet Klaasse. 

An adventure story for young readers from 11/12 to 15. A rich American decides to 
present a new hospital to Britain and sends the necessary funds in the form of gold 
bars. These are stolen en route and Chief Superintendent Branxome of Scotland Yard 
is put in charge of the case. His three children stumble on the trail of the missing 
gold and, after some remarkable adventures, are largely responsible for solving the 
mystery. A well-told tale, with ample incident. The illustrations are attractive. 


MIDSHIPMAN QUINN. Showell Styles. Faber, 12s.6d. 1957. 21 cm. 192 pages. 
Drawings from Midshipman Quinn’s log. 

Written for boys aged 12-15, this story echoes Marryat’s sea tales in more ways than 
one. It is partly based on the log of a midshipman in Nelson’s fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean in the earliest years of the 19th century. Septimus Quinn serves in a frigate, 
he has endearing traits, such as a fondness for an old pair of spectacles and for smelly 
chemical experiments, and his adventures on land and sea in fighting the French are 
told with great verve. 


Non-Fiction 
THE ADVENTURES OF BADEN-POWELL. Geoffrey Bond. Staples 
Press, 7s.6d. 1957. 18 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations by Kenneth Brookes. 

A collection of short stories, many of them brief episodes in the life of Lord Baden- 
Powell of Gilwell, taken from his schooldays, his service as a cavalry officer in India, 
and his adventures in Africa. These stories, intended for boys of 12-16, portray some- 
thing of the shrewd practical wisdom, inspired leadership and youthful love of 
adventure of the founder of the Boy Scout movement, the centenary of whose birth 
is to be celebrated this year all over the world. The book should be useful to Scout- 
masters as a source of camp-fire yarns. 


SPINNING AND WEAVING. S. E. Ellacott. Methuen, tos.6d. 1956. 21 

cm. 80 pages. Illustrations by the author. Bibliography. Index. (Methuen’s Outlines) 
An informative little book for young people of fifteen and over (and, indeed, for the 
adult), combining a general world history of the textile industry from the earliest 
times with technological descriptions of hand and machine processes. In addition to 
cotton, wool, hemp and silk, Mr. Ellacott touches on the modern synthetic fibres, 
such as rayon and nylon, showing briefly how they are made and used. The numerous 
illustrations give an excellent idea of the various methods of spinning and weaving, 
the structure of modern looms, and the elements of textile design. 
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JESUS OF NAZARETH. Joy Harrington. Brockhampton Press, 12s.6d. 
1956. 23 cm. 192 pages. Numerous illustrations. 
This book contains the narrative of a series of impressive dramatic programmes for 
children, televised by the B.B.C. It is, in effect, a life of Jesus written with fine 
perception and due restraint, containing at the same time sidelights on his surroundings 
and teaching. The supreme events of Christian history are depicted with simplicity 
and reverence, and the book should make an appeal not only to children between 
8 and 11, for whom it is specially suitable, but also to adults who may desire to read 
the story given in the Gospels as a single narrative. 


THE BOOMERANG BOOK OF AUSTRALIAN POETRY. Edited 
by Enid Moodie Heddle. Longmans (Melbourne, Australia, and London), 18s.9d. 
1956. 23 cm. 172 pages. Decorations by Margaret R. Dods. Index. 

This anthology provides a comprehensive collection of modern Australian verse, 

together with some examples of the works of earlier poets such as Kendall, ‘Banjo’ 

Paterson, John Shaw Neilson, C. J. Dennis and Louis Esson. The selection has been 

made primarily to appeal to young people and accordingly it includes the poetry of 

the Australian scene rather than that of emotions and ideas. It has been grouped under 
five headings: People; Living Things; The Land; Adventures, and Legend and Song. 

Attractively printed and illustrated, the anthology will equally appeal to the general 

reader. 


PUZZLE OF THE PAST. The Wonderful World of Archaeology. 
Ronald Jessup. Rathbone Books, 15s. 1956. 32 cm. 70 pages. Illustrations in colour 
by Norman Battershill and Kenneth Symons. Diagrams in colour by Isotype 
Institute. 

This short book contrives to tell us a great deal about archaeology -not only its subject 
matter, from Ur to Honduras, Stonchenge to Angkor Wat, and the Rosetta Stone 
to the Dead Sea Scrolls, but also its development as a branch of study from the 
Princess Bel-Shalti-Nannar to Sir Mortimer Wheeler, and its methods, from those 
of the gentlemanly amateurs who pioneered it, to those of the scientists (including 
atomic physicists) who contribute to it nowadays. The book is a fine example of the 
use of illustration to illuminate text. It will suit readers from nine to sixteen: the 
younger ones will enjoy the pictures, and the older ones will value its bird’s-eye view 
over the whole field of archaeology. 


GLOVE PUPPETRY. Josephine M. Jones. English Universities Press, 8s.6d. 

1957. 23 cm. 94 pages. Illustrations (some in colour). (Junior Teach Yourself Books) 
The author here gives simple instructions, plentifully illustrated, on how to make 
glove puppets, how to use them, build a puppet theatre, paint scenery, make proper- 
ties, write plays and finally form a puppet club. Children from ten to fourteen would 
find her directions helpful while younger children would doubtless wish to join in 
the plays. 


LOCO DRIVER. Eric Leyland. Edmund Ward, 8s.6d. 1957. 19 cm. 94 pages. 
Illustrations by R. Barnard Way. (Men of Action Series) 

This second volume in a new series is written mainly for ages 11-14 but will appeal to 

rather older boys, too, for its account of the preparations for a journey northwards 

from London on the footplate of an express engine, and of incidents on the way, 

combines excitement with technical accuracy.

Boys and girls of twelve and more who are interested in cooking will enjoy this book.
